Mr. T. P. O'Connor sum m arizes the situa­ 
tion of th e hom e rule agitation and the tight 
over the coercion hill in his own inim itable 
way in a cable letter from London.

all point to tho same glorious trium ph for 
the hom e rule cause. 
The m inistry is 
tum bling’ to pieces in tile same hopeless 
tray as of yore, and the evidences of disin­ 
tegration are everyw here apparent. Still 
Hie m inistry does not disintegrate worth a 
tent; the U nionist m ajority is as solid as it 
ever w as; there is nothing but the bounti­ 
fully exuberant faith of the party to keep 
Its spirits up. 
B ut 
th eir’s 
is 
a faith 
that rem oves m ountains (on paper). Mr. 
O’Connor says: The past week lias been 
devoid 
of 
events of 
unusual interest. 
The European continent is peaceful. Tile 
relations of parties in these islands rem ain 
iii statu quo. 
The light against th e coercion bill lins 
more been skilful and detailed than any 
previous struggle in P arliam ent. At least 
Bix weeks will lie spent over the balance of 
tho m easure. Thus tile coercion hill will 
probably not be tinnily "passed into law till 
the end of July next. 
Tile Irish party are obliged to proceed 
with extrem e caution, If m inisters should 
be driven to bay by extrem ities they would 
ret rules of urgency carried, under which 
(he bill would lie 
P a s s e d iii a W e e k . 
The debates in com m ittee increase tile 
Impression th at tin* m inistry intend to em ­ 
ploy the m easure when it becomes law 
witli the utm ost vigor. They refused all 
am endm ents 
intended to m itigate 
the 
severity of tile bill. 
Thus, for instance, all prisoners under se­ 
cret inquiry are to be kept in solitary con­ 
finem ent and on prison uiet. 
The people of Ireland look forward to 
much suffering during Hie coming winter. 
The local leaders feel they are m arked for 
the special vengeance of the landlords, but 
they face the prospect quito calmly. 
M r.Gladstone m aintains th e extraordinary 
interest th at lie has displayed throughout 
the entire struggle on hom e rule. 
W ith the exception of Mr. Spurgeon and 
one or tw o others, Mr. Gladstone has tho 
whole of the dissenting m inisters in the 
country at his back; and when the dissen­ 
ters are united in grim earnest, they are cor. 
tain to carry a general election. 
Mr. Gladstone will receive a party of 
representative dissenters at Dolly’s Hill 
next Saturday. Iii accordance with his 
wife’s views, he will deliver another great 
speech soon. 
Mr. Parnell m akes less rapid recovery 
Hum his friends Imped would he the case. 
There is no sign w hatever of organic dis­ 
ease, b u t his 
strength has run 
down 
through overwork and anxiety. He caught 
a severe cold in Ireland. 
This was in­ 
creased by the journey across tho channel. 
He is trying the air of Bournem outh, the 
m ild clim ate of which it is hoped will bo of 
benefit. Ile will he w anted in P arliam ent 
in a few days, and it is expected will have 
returned to his duties in tile House on Mon­ 
day or Tuesday next. 
John Dillon is absent in Ireland. The 
governm ent is striking hard at the tenants 
on all estates where tim plan of cam paign is 
not yet a com plete success, w ith the view 
thereby of em barrassing the Irish party. 
Mr. D illon’s presence there is necessary to 
. m aintain th e spirit of the people. 
G reat interest is felt in tile election con­ 
test lit St. Austell. The Unionists and Glad- 
stonians have sent several of th eir best 
speakers. A Lilieral victory is certain, but 
the size of the m ajority is doubtful. In 1885 
Hie Liberal candidate had 2000 m ajority. 
One of the most popular sneakers attending 
English m eetings is Lord Mayor Sullivan. 
Reports are constantly in circulation to 
tho effect th a t Mr. Balfour, tim Irish secre­ 
tary. is about to resign. There is strong 
reason for such an opinion. His conduct in 
the House of Commons is calculated to 
strengthen the belief th at his tenure of 
office is going to be a short one, 
He never appears at question tim e, leav­ 
ing all tim work to Colonel King-Harm an, 
■> who answers clum sily and w ith bad tem per. 
He takes but little p art in the debates on 
coercion, hut lounges on his seat more osten­ 
tatiously than ever. 
If the m atter is fu rth er pressed. Balfour 
will b»' forced to resign, to the delight of 
many Tories, who regard him as presum ing 
pverm ueh on being tile nephew of Lord 
salisbury.

Tile present series of 
articles is entitled "Behind tile Scenes iii 
A m erica." The m atter is the result of an 
inquiry which the Tim es says it instituted 
last sum m er into the relations betw een the 
Am erican Fenians and the ParneHites, and 
purports to contain a num ber of the secret; 
records of the Clan-ua-Gael Society, ob­ 
tained through a schism of tile society and 
quarrels am ong its leaders. 
Among the 
docum ents published are w h at are alleged 
to be copies of the constitution of the so­ 
ciety, lists of its officers at various epochs, 
letters from its past and present leaders, 
secret circulars and reports of the society’s 
convention. The Times says its inquiries 
are not yet com plete for the reason th at the 
society has te e n reorganized so th at its sys­ 
tem of w orking has become a seem ingly 
im penetrable m ystery. 
E ditorially com­ 
m enting on its present revelations, the 
Tim es said ; "It is impossible to doubt th at 
the policy of the ParneHites. and therefore 
of Mr. Gladstone, is ultim ately dictated by 
the heads of th e society and by Patrick 
Ford.”

He believed th at the Imposition of a duty 
on Am erican grain by the im perial govern­ 
m ent would not increase Hie price of bread 
in England, as w ith India and Canada in 
com petition, tile price would be kept down.

The M aster 
Masons’ Association has secured the sup­ 
port of a m ajority of the m aterial m en, 
architects and brokers. Some m aterial m en 
still hold out, and bricks, lime and lum ber 
will be procurable by such contractors as 
decide to keep up work. All the buildings 
iii charge of the association have been put 
in a condition to stand a long siege. It is 
expected the bricklayers will respond to 
Hie lookout by ordering all their m en to 
strike until recognition of the union, S atur­ 
day pay day and other dem ands are con­ 
ceded. or until tile differences are settled 
by arbitration. 
The Builders and T raders’ E xchange was 
crowded w ith its m em bers Ibis m orning in 
response to a call of the president for a 
special m eeting. 
It was declared th at the 
w orkingm en them selves were responsible 
for Ute whole trouble. 
The m aster m asons 
had granted all the dem ands of Hie men, 
until they were served w ith a notice w hich 
read: “We have m et and fixed S aturday as 
p ay d ay .” T hat was the last straw . Resolu­ 
tions wore passed indorsing th e action of 
the M aster Masons’ Association, and prom ­ 
ising them active aid and assistance during 
the present strike. 
Tho different associa­ 
tions of building contractors, tho State 
Board of A rbitration and the Chicago Real 
E state Board were requested to send com ­ 
m ittees of three to a general conference to 
be held on W ednesday next. 
Tile following despatch w as received from 
W illiam H. Hayward, secretary of the Mas­ 
ter Builders’ Assoc1 ntlon of Boston: “We 
are w atching your course with the greatest 
interest and sym pathy.

W ash in g t o n, May 13.—Inquiry at the 
D epartm ent of State regarding the British 
vessels seized in Behrings sea last sum m er 
discloses the fact that no dem and has ever 
teen m ade by the Britisli governm ent for 
the release of the vessels, .nor has any claim 
for dam ages caused by the seizures been 
made upon the governm ent of the United 
States. 
The correspondence betw een 
the two 
governm ents on the subject was very lim­ 
ited. It opened w ith a tetter from the Eng­ 
lish governm ent reciting the fact of tile 
seizures and asking for inform ation rela­ 
tive to the details. This was received iii 
Septem ber last. and Secretary Bayard Im­ 
m ediately began an exam ination of the 
m atter. 
It became necessary to secure the record 
of the proceedings before tile U nited States 
Court in Alaska which had resulted in the 
condem nation 
of 
the 
sealers, 
and it 
was 
not until tile following February 
that this was received 
at the depart­ 
ment. A careful exam ination was then 
made of the law and of the treaty of cession 
by w hich the U nited States became pos­ 
sessed of Alaska, w hich resulted in the 


order for the release of tho seized vessels. 
The fact that the sealers had teen released 
was com m unicated to the British govern­ 
m ent, and that was about ail there was of 
the correspondence on the subject. 
Toole had been no occasion for this gov- 
em inent to m ake an official declaration of 
the extent of 
its jurisdiction over tho 
w aters of Behrings sea. 
Tho m atter re­ 
ceived a careful exam ination, however, and 
tho details of tin' treaty and prior corres­ 
pondence on tho general subject of m arine 
jurisdiction were studied. 
It was found 
th at the teundary lino between the Russian 
and United States possessions, as defined 
by the treaty .divides the w aters of Behrings 
sea into two parts, which would tend to 
negative the idea that it was a “closed sea,” 
as tho term is commonly understood. 
This governm ent had also resisted vigor­ 
ously the claim of Russia over the Sea of 
Ochotsk, which at the tim e was alm ost sur­ 
rounded by Russian possessions, and re­

187 0 , however. Congress passed the laws 
for tho protection of the fisheries of Behr­ 
ings sea. and bv its decision sustaining the 
seizures, tho Alaskan court appears to have 
affirmed 
the jurisdiction thus asserted. 
Meanwhile, be fore assum ing a final stand 
on the question of jurisdiction, the D epart­ 
m ent of State Is aw aiting w ith interest the 
result of tim suit for $22,500 brought in 
M assachusetts against Captain Abbey of the 
Corwin bv the owners of the American 
schooner Sierra, which w as also seized last 
sum m er in Alaskan waters, distant 30 
m ites from the nearest land.

C o n tra b a n d R ood* fro m K o n g K o n g 
in th e H a n d s o f C u sto m s O fficers. 
San F r a n c isc o , Cal., May 4.—Two heavy 
seizures of smuggled opium, estim ated at 
5 0 0 0 pounds;worth $50,000, were m ade yes­ 
terday by custom-house officers on tile dock 
of the Pacific Mail Steam ship Company. 
The drug was discovered in packages of 
m erchandise which cam e from Hung Kong 
on the steam ship City of Rio de Janeiro. 
Part of it is’tho finest prepared article, and 
part is crude. 
Af an early hour yesterday m orning, 
Special Agents Tingle and McSweeny, who 
received their instructions direct from Col­ 
lector Hager, w ent to th e dock and pounced 
on 115 cases m arked "n u t oil.” All con­ 
tained opium as well as nu t oil, and the en­ 
tire consignment was loaded on drays and 
taken to the seizure room in the appraisers’ 
building, where every case will be broken 
open and exam ined. The consignm ent was 
sent by Kwong Yuen to Kwong Ying of this 
city. 
A few m inutes after Tingle and McSweeny 
m ade 
their 
seizure, D eputy Surveyor 
Fogarty and several inspectors appeared on 
the Bee ne. 
At Fogarty’s instance a few 
parcels of another consignm ent, m arked 
W. C. Y.” were exam ined. 
As before, opium was found in packages 
m arked “nu t oil.” 
All the opium found is iii eases supposed 
to contain nothing but nut oil. Tho cans of 
oil and of opium were arranged alternately, 
and the cases were so m arked Uhnt confed­ 
erates of the sm ugglers, supposed to bo in 
customs service, could exam ine them w ith­ 
out revealing their contraband contents. 
It is supposed that agents of tho Treasury 
D epartm ent at Hong Kong were cognizant 
th at the opium would lie 
sent by the 
steamer, ana apprised the collector to th at 
effect by telegraph: 
The m ovem ents of McSweeny and Tin­ 
gle were evidently unexpected by the sm ug­ 
glers. Some tim e had elapsed since a large 
seizure had been m ade, and sm ugglers had 
resumed their old-tim e activity.

Losses of Life and Property in Other 


Places. 


W ednesday was a day of fires throughout 
New E ngland, a num ber of sm all villages 
being the sufferers. Following close after 
tho report of the destruction of a large part 
of the village of Newton, V H.. cam e the 
news th a t a goodly portion of New Boston, 
iii the sam e State, bad been reduced to 
ashes. 
The fire at New Boston started 
shortly after noon, being caused by a spark 
from a portable engine. The burned build­ 
ings included a church, two chapels, one 
store, a shop and seven dwellings. Mrs. J. 
Flanders was seriously burned, and an old 
gentlem an, Joseph McLain', sustained a 
serious shook from the excitem ent. One 
hundred pounds of powder exploded in the 
store. The town house was burned. Tho 
losses aggregate, w ith furniture, etc., nearly 
$40,000, w ith an estim ated total insurance 
of $15,000, m ost of which is in the town 
company. 
Six fires, w ith an aggregate loss of $150,- 
000, occurred on the same day in various 
parts of the State. 
Maine was as full of fire as her neighbor 
on W ednesday. 
At G reat Plains, K enne­ 
bunkport, 2000 acres were burned over, and 
about $12,000 lost, individual 
sufferers 
losing from $500 to $3000. At Shaw B lith ­ 
ers’ tannery at G rand Lake Stream , Me., 
the engine house, sawm ill, dry-house, rnll- 
loft, an Im mense building that covered the 
vats, called "the yard,” and 10.000 sides of 
leather valued at $30,000 were destroyed.

IA E JiOWX lOi'BCE OF M TR OOKA. 


I n Im p o rtan t P n p e r to r H r m t n . 
For years your readers hare been familiar 
a ith the tram !riff voice I have given re­ 
garding the rurchaee of lung? livers, blood, 
old leather, etc., for the nitrogen they may 
contain, costing them $400 and $500 a ton. 
Owing to this high price their fertilizers 
were costing entirely too much money; 
while there was, owing to its mobile nature 
moving from place to place, an abundance 
of nitrogen from an unknown source. This 
would be supplied to the plants provided 
the soil was in a proper condition, of a 
porous and absorbing nature due to the 
vegetable carbonaceous m atter that must 
be in all fertile 
soil, 
so that plants 
can 
be 
supplied 
with 
moisture, 
car­ 
bonic acid, and 
nitrogen. 
In 
a 
late 
article in tho Country Gentleman by Sir J. 
B. La wee the result of my 20 years’ experi­ 
ments have been fully continued by his 40, 
in which he gives the result on a field where 
no artificial nitrogen had been applied for 
40 years. I give you some extracts from his 
paper. The article was read before a scien­ 
tific association in Berlin, as follows: “On 
a soil in one of our fields where no manure 
containing nitrogen had been applied for 
nearly 40 years, a crop of lucenre during 
Hie last five or six years had from some 
source obtained about 800 pounds of nitro­ 
gen or between IOO and 200 pounds of nitro­ 
gen per acre per annum .’ 
His eminent 
assistant, Dr. Gilbert, read the paper, aud 
further stated, that within the range of the 
roots of this deeply rooting plant, the acre 
of land contained 20.000 pounds of nitro­ 
gen. and yet, in the face of this, our agri­ 
cultural stations tell us nitrogen has the 
value of 15 to 20 cents a pound, and in giv­ 
ing the value of a fertilizer place this value 
upon it, which, with the socalled soluble 
phosphoric acid, carries the value far above 
its intrinsic value; as I am glad to say many 
of our best fanners are proving. Only lately 
our esteemed .Judge Robinson of Queen 
Anne. and Dr. W. II. Pocourcy informed me 
they were finding that their crops were se­ 
curing abundant nitrogen without its appli­ 
cation, and they were securing better crops 
than they ever had previously, by dropping 
the use of the refuse of slaughter houses. 
Such results are easily explained. Owing 
to the usual small percentage of nitrogen in 
organic m atter it takes a large quantity to 
give the fertilizer the old percentage of 3 
hi 5, while the inert m atter reduces the per­ 
centage of phosphoric acid, potash, etc. 
The dropping of the 30 to 40per cent, of 
organic m atter capable of forming a small 
percentage of nitrogen naturally increases 
tile other plant food of more importance; 
hence 
the 
good 
results 
of fertilizers 
at loss than half the 
cost they for­ 
merly 
paid 
for 
this 30 per cent, of 
organic m atter. I regret Dr. Gilbert did 
not give the reason for this collection of ni­ 
trogen in the soil and why it is in a purer 
state than when found in the air. 
In the 
air the proportion is one of oxygen to four 
of nitrogen. A porous soil admitting of a 
free circulation of air, moisture and heat, 
cannot In found without a due share of car­ 
bonaceous manor. The air meeting this 
this m atter oxidizes it into carbonic acid, 
thereby impregnating tho soil with both 
tlie tw7o gases—carbonic acid and nitrogen— 
and of bu the compounds or elements found 
in plant life. Carbon reigns supreme', and 
for one I firmly believe That carbon, like 
nitrogen, reaches the growing crop through 
the roots, notwithstanding science informs 
us it goes the leaves, and the inorganic sap 
is organized there, and the thousands of

the air surrounding leaves. This m aybe 
one of the biggest objects in botany, but 
my observations have never enabled me to 
see it. If the sap is organized before reach­ 
ing the loaves 
it will at 
once appear 
clear to every one why a porous absorbing 
soil filled with nitrogen, as Dr. Gilbert 
proves, and as he has forgotten to say, with 
a large percentage of carbonic acid, instead 
of one part in 7000 that surrounds the 
leaves, with file to IO parts in IOO that 
surround tho roots. 
When sugar (sap) is 
formed it is a well-known fact that sugar 
dissolves many minerals, and, such being 
the case, it is easy to understand how silicon 
lime, potash, magnesia, phosphates, etc.; 
reach the loaves and are deposited th ere, 
from tho evaporated sap. 
Among the 
many important facts announced by Sir J. 
B. I-awes and his assistant for 40 years I 
know of none so important as his last one 
In staling that from an acre he had se­ 
cured 300 pounds of nitrogen annually, on 
land that had not had a pound applied 
for forty years. At this rate, according to 
the rating of nitrogen by agricultural sta­ 
tions, he had removed from $30 to $40 
worth of his soil annually; yet in the face of 
such an absurd statement I will state that I 
feel sure that if Dr. Gilbert had examined 
his soil after each removal of crops,as,much 
nitrogen would be found as was til ere be­ 
fore the planting. It was a great pleasure 
to the writer to meet Dr, Gilbert during his 
last visit with his lady to our counter.*, aq© 
it is seldom I have met an Englishman of 
ilia world wide reputation so unassuming in 
lis manners and conversation; and I repeat 
here what he told me, that to raise crops by 
purchased nitrogen would prove unprofit­ 
able and impracticable. And this, reader, 
rememlter. after the most careful, exhaust­ 
ing experiments carried on under the di­ 
rection of Sir J. 
B. I Awes, LL.I)., F. 
R. 8., who deserves the thanks of the 
agricultural community, even if some mis­ 
takes have taken place. 
Reader, if you 
have poor, worn out sand and clay, at once 
proceed to secure a soil. 
Lighten it, up 
■with carbonic acid and nitrogen, and thg 
quickest road to it is by turning under 
green matter, wild carrots, sorrel, carolina;’ 
pink. pennyroyal or any other weed will 
co the business. No chemist, no analyist 
can tell whether the organic m atter m ak­ 
ing the soil came from pease, clover, rye, 
oats or the weeds spoken of, or the pine, 
©ak, gum. etc., leaves from the woods. Se­ 
cure a soil that will admit a free circulation 
of air, moisture and heat, and with a prober 


two and then feed bread made after the 
following recipe: one quart of cornmeal, 
one pint of shorts, two teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, teaspoonful of salt, a little 
copper and a teac upful of finely minced 
fresh meat of any kina. Add water enough 
to make a stiff dough and bake thoroughly.

R a isin g C h ick e n s N aturally, 
Of all the work Oouaactod with poultry 
none is more troublesmne or tedious than 
th© looking after sitting hens and their 
nests while incubating. 
If the hens are 
allowed to sit in til© poulty house where 
they are laid, and where other hens are lay­ 
ing, a great many vexatious annoyances 
occur. 
The hens will sometimes fight for 
one n est and so break some of the eggs, or 
the sitting hen goes off and on returning 
finds the neat occupied by an intruder. This 
state of affairs is fully set forth by Hie per­ 
sons who strongly recommend incubators: 
but as every farmer has not time to attend 
to an incubator, I will give him a little of 
my own experience in raising chickens by 
the natural method, aided by a plan which 
most fanners can follow. 
I have a small building divided by a wire 
partition into two parts, with a door from 
one to tho other, and a small yard made 
wire, also divided. I h are a slidefromeacli 
compartment bito each yard. The size of 
the house will depend on the number of

When the turkeys are about twenty-four 
hours old, they will be strong on their feet. 
and will begin to look about for food; this 
is the time for their first meal, which 
shouldn’t be meal at all, but a mixture of 
stale wheat bread moistened with milk, 
"Dutch cheese,” aud hard-boiled eggs crum­ 
bled fine. The “cheese” is made by warm­ 
ing thick sour milk until the whey sep­ 
arates from the curd, and then draining off 
the whey through a cloth. When tho whey 
is all out, the curd will be just dry enough 
to crumble pasily, and it is one of the best 
things thatiean lie fed to turkey-poults. Re­ 
member that you must not scald the milk, 
for scalding makes the curd tough and 
stringy, aud unfit for food. The egg must 
be boiled some twenty minute^. 
Boil an 
egg five mjnutes, and the white will lie 
tough; boil it twenty minutes or so, and the 
■whole egg can be crumbled and easily 
mixed with the other food. 
Season the 
food lightly with salt and black pepper, and 
after the first day or two a little lettuce or 
onion tops, chopped fine, may be mixed 
in. Keep the poults on this fare for about 
t w o weeks, and feed regularly five times a 
day. After the first two days give sweet 
m ilk to drink. Ti ie third week, commence 
feeding cooked corn meal and other cooked 
I 
i Aid. Don’t give a full feed of meal at first, 
iut increase the amount of now food each 
<lay until at four or five weeks they may be 
kept on any kind of cooked food that you 
would give young chickens. The best way 
to cook meal is TO wet it up with milk or 
Water, add a "pinch” of salt and soda, and 
bake until done. The inside of the loaf 
Should be crumbled and fed without wet­ 
tin g ; the outside, or crust, only moistened 
enough to be crumbly. 
Never feed raw meal to young turkeys. 
Keep them on cooked food until they are 
Borne ten weeks old, and never feed sour or 
•loppy food. Have all the food fresh and 
K 
eel, and only just moist enough to hold 
'ether. Don t leave food around. Feed 
h time only so much as will be eaten up 
an. Don’t season the food too highly 
th pepper; use no more than you would 
,ot your own eating. Give a little bone­ 
meal—say a tablespoonful to a pint of feed 
—about three times a week. After the first 
two weeks give all the sour milk they will 
drink, if you can get it. It is “meat and 
drink1’ both, and when they have the milk 
no other meat food will be needed except 
w hat they get in the shape of insects. But 
if you are obliged to give only water for 
drink, feed a little cooked meat or egg once 
a day until the poults are eight or ten weeks 


Borne people to whom I have given this 
advice about feeding young turkeys declare 
th at such food is too expensive, too much 
bother to prepare, and they feel quite sure 
th at turkeys raised on such food would oust 
more than'they would be worth after they 
were raised. I know that my advice reads 
as if It would he a good deal of work to 
E 
are the food, but really It takes but a 
s time, and as for the expense, you must 
in mind that for the first four weeks 
the poults eat but little at a time, so that a 
little of the egg and wheat bread goes a 
good ways. One egg is enough to mix w ith 
food sufficient to last a dozen turkeys all 
day. amain most families crusts and crumbs 
enough to feed several broods of turkeys 
are thrown into the swill barrel every day. 


t is best, because it is “at hand,” plenty en 
Jin n i any farm. When such ft**} cannot 
ie had. feed the bread crumbs for a day or 


twice It will be equal to 50 sitting hens. In 
most cases the houses may be used a third 
time, raising several hundred chicks. 
When my hens get broody I set a lot to­ 
gether in one house, using small, shallow 
boxes for nests—not over Ti or 12 inches 
square—so that two hens cannot crowd into 
one nest. I set these on the door all uround 
the sides and a few inches apart, so that a 
greedy hen cannot reach the eggs from tho 
next nest, as stich hens are very spt to break 
the tenth commandment. I leave water and 
rood in tho house, so that tho hens can eat or 
drink at any time when they come off the 
nests. There are no perches in the houses 
nor anything they can get on above the 
nests. A dust-box sunk level with the floor, 
with sand and ashes, and with a little car­ 
bolate of lime or carbolic acid sprinkled in 
from time to time, placed where the sun 
shines on it through the windows on clear 
days, will keep the liens clear of parasites. 
A little sod or grass in the yards is good for 
their health. I don’t have trouble onoe in 
CO times in removing a sitting hen. I let 
lier sit a few days in the nest she has been 
laving in. to see that she is in earnest; tijen 
I remove her one evening to the sitting 
house, place her nest on the floor, as above, 
and if n number of others can be removed 
at the same time so much the better. Then 
I hang something up over the window to 
shade tim light a little. This may remain 
for a few days until one learns that all mean 
business, and as soon as they settle down 
the shade should tie removed, and the slides 
into the yards may bo left open, that ttic 
hens may get fresh air whenever they 
please. 
The advantage of this system may tie 
easily seen by those who have had to spend 
a large portion of their valuable time in 
spring w atehing the sitting hens or lifting 
them off and driving them back to their 
nests every day. As many as possible should 
be set at or about the same time*—a few days 
are not of much consequence—so that if the 
hens c h a n g e nests it would be of no im­ 
portance, and if there are no more nests 
than hens, and the nests are a little way 
from earn other, so that the hens cannot 
quarrel, things will go on very smoothly, 
and much loss of time and vexation will be 
avoided. 
The second batch of sitting bens should be 
set in tho next compartment, so that they all 
come out together in the same way as the 
first. The house should be well ventilated 
every day, and never be tightly closed. As 
tho hens hatch they should lie removed with 
the chicks to their coops whore it is intended 
lo raise them. 
The outlay of money for such a building 
to those who raise any number of chickens 
is trifling compared with the outlay of time 
requirer] by the old-fashioned way, and 
much is saved, as the hens do not break so 
many eggs, Of course, the nests should be 
looked to and kept clean, but if a little sul­ 
phur be sprinkled iii them, or, what is bet­ 
ter. some tobacco stems be used with the 
straw in making them up, few* will be 
tmubled with vermin. Tile hens should be 
(lifted off at times, if they do not get off of 
their own accord, to see that no broken eggs 
foul the nests. If only a few chickens are 
wjuited. a place four by eight feet, with a 
low roof and a door opening outward in 
each room, if divided, will answer well. 
In feeding corn fodder and straw to milch 
cows the deficiency in these will be best 
made up with bran, and I would add two 
pounds of good wheat or rye bran, the latter 
Is the better and the cheaper, to make the 
mixed fodder equal to hay. Then I would 
mix four pounds of cornmeal and four 
pounds of bran if the cow would digest it 
and consume it profitably, and give half of 
these with cut fodder morning and evening 
and with fodder alone at noon. Coarse 
middlings are somewhat richer than bran 
iii starch, lienee, if middlings are fed, tile 
cornmeal may be reduced to three pounds 
daily. In feeding for beef the healthfulness 
of the food is not considered, hut only the 
quantity which tile animal can he induced 
to consume. Therefore I would gradually 
increase tin* cornmeal and bran equally up 
to five or six pounds of each daily, or up to 
the point when the animal indicates that 
tho ration given is more than will lie eaten 
with good appetite. A fattening animal 
will eat four pounds of cornmeal and bran 
three times a day, with hay and some straw 
or com fodder. I would not feed cob meal 
because usually the cost of grinding the cob 
is more than the meal is worth, unless one 
Alvus the mill. The estimated feeding val­ 
ues of mill feed and oats are $1 and 98 cents 
pct* IOO pounds respectively. But if the 
mats arc ground, there will be a loss of lo 
p< r Cent. for grinding, which will reduce 
the value to 88 cents per IOO pounds. 
In 
practice I would consider good, coarse mill 
feed worth one-fourth more than oats for 
cows giving milk and for butter. 
At 80 
cents a bushel, oats cost nearly $20 a ton, 
while compared with mill feed at $12, they 
are worth for feed only about $o or SIO at 
most; 3<J per cent, of oats is husk which is 
indigestible, and should not lie ignored.— 
Henry Hales, in Rural New Yorker. 


T H E A P I A R Y . 


M ak in g S w arm s—Som e V a lu a b le H in ts 
to Bee K eepers. 
As the swarming season for bees will soon 
be at hand, perhaps I cannot please readers 
better at this time than to say a few7 words 
on making swarms. Many plans have been 
given in the past to make swarms of bees 
other than by natural swarming, under 
headitigs of "Dividing Bees,” “Artificial 
Swarming,” etc., the writers believing that 
the apiarist could make his swarms to bet­ 
ter advantage to himself, if not to the bees, 
than to have them swami as their instinct, 
implanted in them by the Creator of all 
things, leads them to do in multiplying and 
perpetuating their species. 
Tlius, many 
modes of artificial swarming have arisen, 
without much, if any, reference to the laws 
which govern natural swanning and the 
general ecohomy of the hive, thereby caus­ 
ing a failure to a certain extent. 
The same laws that governed the bees in 
their priinite state govern them now, and in 
all the various operations conducted in the 
apiary the bee-keeper should conform to 
these laws if he wishes to be a successful 
apiarist in the fullest sense of the word. 
So when any plan of swanning arises 
which compels the old bees or out-door 
workers to become nurse bees and perform 
the labors which, when the bees are in a 
normal condition, devolve upon the young 
bees, we should lay aside such plans ana 
adopt one as nearly in accordance with the 
rules which govern the bees in natural 
swarming as possible, and thus we shall 
meet with success. 
After pursuing various plans, where an 
increase of one new swarm from each old 
one is desired, the writer has adopted the 
following as meeting with the most perfect 
success, as well as being in accordance with 
the rules which govern the Vices. Allow 
two or three colonies in the yard to swarm 
naturally, so as to get some queen cells of 
the most perfect type, and m four or five 
days thereafter make the sw arm in the fol­ 
lowing manner: 
Get a box or cap to a hive 8 or IO inches 
deep and place it on a sheet or wide lioard, 
a few feet from the hive you wish to make 
your swarm from, raising the front edge 
bji a little block so the bees can run under. 
Now open the hive yon wish to make the 
swarm from and find the queen, caging her 
on one of the combs with a cage like the 
one I described in a recent number of the 
American Rural Home, when all the frames 
are to be put back into the hive. If you do 
not see plenty of unsealed honey, uncap 
some along {he ton hors of the frames ana 
close the lave. Now blow in quite a little 
smoke at the entrace of the hive, and rap on 
the sides of it, as you would in driving bees 
at intervals, leaving the entrance open so 
that the bees returning from the field may 
enter the hive. 
In from five to eight min­ 
utes open the hive and take out the frames 
and shake the bees adhering to them on the 
sheet or hoard in front of the box you placed 
there at the start, thus continuing until you 
get at least three-fourths of the bees 
which 
the 
colony 
contained 
in the 
box. 
Y\ hen you come to the frame 
which 
has 
the 
queen 
on 
it, place 
her at the entrance of the box and let her 
run in with tho bees. When you get tho de­ 
sired amount of bees you wish in Hie box. 
put the frames back In the hive and close it. 
If the bees have principally left the comb 
during the drumming, as they sometimes 
will, you will want to take the frames all 
out of tlie hive and shake shose clustered 
on the sides of the hive in front of the box. 
In such a case an empty hive to hang the 
frames in during the operation is verv con­ 
venient. Now we will suppose that you 
have three-fourths of the bees and the 
Queen from your old colony in your box, or 


cap, and the old hive shut up; you are next 
to take the box of boce to the shade of sonic 
tree and loan the box against the tree in an 
Inclined position, with the open side of the 
box outward and up. leaving them there 
three-quarters of on hour, at which time 
you will find them clustered iii the upper 
Bart of the box as they would be on the 
mb of a tree, lf they had swarmed nat­ 
urally. During this three-quarters of an 
hour. if you have more to make, keep on 
making from other hive* in the same way. 
At the end of the time hive the bees 
that are in the box the same as you would 
any swarm. 
Bet them on the stand you 
wish them to occupy, and and they will 
stay and work the same as a natural swarm 
would. The next day give one of the queen 
©ells from one of the colonies having 
swarmed naturally, to the stock from 
w hich the swarm was taken, and the work 
is done. Thus it will be seen that you have 
lice* of all ages in your new swarm, and by 
the drumming on tho hives these bees are 
filled with honey the same as they aj-e when 
swanning naturally. 
By their boing left 
three-quarters of an hour to cluster in tho 
box they mark their location anew, tlie 
same as a natural swarm. 
The old colony, 
also, is left in full as good condition as if a 
natural swarm had issued therefrom, lf 
preferred, a laying queen can lie given the 
old colony instead of the queen cell. This 
plan of swarming pleases me, and I trust 
it will all who try it. It is especially adapted 
to those who cannot be at nome all of the 
time to care for their bees when swarming 
naturally.—{G. M. Doolittle, in American 
Rural Home.

H o w to R aise Good C o m -A b o u t C ot­

Somewhere I havo read that in New Eng­ 
land they plant five kernels of corn in a hill 
for the following purposes: “One for the 
wireworm, two for the crow, one for the 
cutworm, and one to grow.” With all its 
enemies it doeB not seem on first thought as 
if there is scarcely one chance in five for a 
good crop, especially as it is true that that 
chance is frequently lost by neglect. Yet 
with all the obstacles to be overcome, I 
tliink’the culture of com a profitable one 
for even New England fanners. Our fields 
may not compare in size with our Western 
friends, and trie work may not bo so easily 
done, but every hundredweight raised here 
is bettor than paying freight hills, commis­ 
sion merchants, and speculators for a hun­ 
dredweight of theirs. I have known a fail­ 
ure of the corn crop for other reasons than 
the natural causes. Some of these are too 


fined article is used to some extent for 
culinary purposes, while linuoh of the lard 
and oleomargarine of cotnmerce is com­ 
posed largely of cottonseed oil. A great 
ileal is consumed in the manufacture of 
the better grades of laundry ann toilet 
soaps. It is also used to some extent as a 
lubricant, and, in conjunction with kero­ 
sene, for illuminating purposes, ana for 
various other things. 
At tho oil mills the seed is first run 
through a “linter," which is nothing more 
than a cotton gin with the saws set much 
more closely than Iii an ordinary gin. This 
machine takes off what remaining lint 
there is on the seed. This lint is, of course, 
quite short, and only fit for making ootton

>S th re 
a huller, which removes the shell and 
leaves the kernels unbroken. These are 
then ground into meal just as oorn Is 
ground. The meal is put into a steam chest, 
which is supplied with a revolving device 
that keeps it stirred up while Cooking. 
When thoroughly done it is then put into 
strong canvas bags about two ana a half 
feet long and ten inches wide. Tlieso bags 
are placed in a hydraulic press as they are 
filled with meal. and when the press is full 
the power is applied and tho squeezing pro­ 
cess begins. _ One

Ihave trietTvarious methods of preparing 
tho ground, fertilizing, etc., and nave de­ 
cided the following as best, for me, at least: 
Spread on a light coat of manure to be 
ploughed under, and then be very particu­ 
lar about ploughing. Be sure that every 
particle of ground is broken. Never “cut 
and cover.” which means several inches of 
untouched 
land 
between the furrows. 
Spread on a good coat of manure to be har­ 
rowed in, and harrow till yoq have a good 
seedbed. 
Mark Out tho hills three and 
one-half feet apart each way, and place 
them evenly for ease iii cultivating. 
I prefer a compost made from the follow­ 
ing formula to any of the phosphates with 
which I 
have compared 
it: 
One-half 
bushel lime, slacked iii strong brine, four 
bushels good loam, two and one-half bush­ 
els hen manure, one-half bushel plaster 
and one and one-half bushels ashes. Work 
over three or four times. The ashes should 
not tie added till the day it is used, as they 
cause the ammonia to escape. Put a spoon­ 
ful in each hill. I once raised a very good 
piece of corn witli this compost without the 
aid of any other fertilizer. 
Taken one year with another, frojn the 
20th to the 30th of May is the best time to 
plant coni. Plant oqly perfect kernels, usu­ 
ally rejecting a few imperfect ones at both 
ends of tho cob. Tlie best kind I have 
planted of late iN the Holden, an eight- 
rowed variety. The Midnight is highly 
recommended, but having raised it only one 
year I do not know much about it from 
actual experience. To ensure against cut­ 
worms I soak my seed 24 hours in water 
that contains as much saltpetre as it will 
dissolve. 
Ordinarily two inches is about 
the right depth to plant, but if the land is 
wet and heavy an inch is sufficient; lf very 
light, rather more than two Inches is best. 
Should Hie corn be cut down by a frost soon 
after it comes up, it is quite likely to grow 
again all right. 
I try to get the start of the weeds and 
keep ahead. Work with both cultivator 
and hoe. I don’t like the looks of fields that 
are left to the mercies of tho cultivator 
alone. In a dry time a vigorous use of tho 
hoe is nearly as good as a shower, as the 
loosened soil rapidly condenses tlie moisture 
in the atmosphere. 
Many people raise 
pumpkins with their corn, but it seems to 
me to be a poor practice. I always found 
that what I gained in pumpkins I lost in 
corn, and have given ur raising them to­ 
gether. Pumpkins, and, in fact, all vines. 
do the best on greensward, while corn will 
do as well for a second crop as it will for a 
first one. Better grow your vines by them­ 
selves. 
The necessity of plenty of fertilizer needs 
to be emphasized. Apply the greater quan­ 
tity near the surface, as com is a shallow7 
feeder; that is, most of its roots occupy the 
upper strata of the land. Put en enough 
fertilizing material for its effect to remain 
in the soil more than one season. Our New 
.England farms have been “run” too long 
to yield paying results with any other treat­ 
ment. I remember a few years ago greatly 
admiring a field of com when seeing it from 
a distance. 
“W hat a fine piece of corr you have!” 
said I tn tin- owner, 
“A fille lot of stalks,” was his reply. “Io u 
may go through the whole field, and I 
think you won t find a dozen ears. I put on 
just enough phosphate to throw up that 
growth, but there isn’t strength enough in 
the land or the phosphate to perfect the 
grain.” This was his explanation, and it 
looks reasonable. 
Nothing is as good to keep the crows 
away as a dead one rung up at intervals over 
the field. You eau hunt them successfully 
by imitating the cries of a hoot owl. A 
flock can be called several times in succes­ 
sion, for they delight in torturing the owl 
bv day as part payment for his depreda­ 
tions among them by night.—[Mirror and 
Farmer.

A bout Cotton-Seed. 
Are cotton-seed oil mills an advantage or 
a disadvantage to the South? It does not 
look progressive to assert that a new indus­ 
try which brings into being a hitherto un­ 
known article of commerce, and creates a 
market for something that heretofore was 
accounted of little value, is detrimental to 
the public wraliare. Cotton-seed, in years 
past, had little or no commercial value, 
although their fine fertilizing properties 
have long been known. The large amount 
of ammonia they contain makes them a 
most excellent manure for almost any crop 
— perhaps no single article possesses more 
mauurittl value. They have also long been 
used in the South for cattle ti ed, and are 
generally fed whole and unhulled, just as 
they come from the gin, without any prep­ 
aration whatever. While the stomachs of 
I our native longhorn Southern cattle can 
and do manage to digest them in this crude 
state, it is far better to remove the hulls 
and feed only the rich oleaginous kernels 
to them, There are cotton-seed hullers now 
made for this purpose, although their man­ 
ufacturers are not giving them the publici­ 
ty through the columns of our agricultural 
papers wliich their value deserves. 
Where there is no way to get the seed 
hulled, the next best method of feeding 
them to cattle is to boil them, adding a 
little Bait while cooking. 
As a ration for milk cows, cotton seed 
alone ar© not good. They impart an un­ 
pleasant taste to the milk and make the 
nutter white and puffy. 
When fed with an 
equal portion of turnips, however (I use 
both roots aud tops well washed and cut up), 
botli the amount and quality of the milk 
and butter are greatly improved. In fact, I 
want no better ration for milk cows during 
winter than 
good hulled 
cotton seed 
and turnips. 
Of course an 
occasional 
change to wheat or bran or screenings is ad­ 
visable as a general appetiser. 
Hogs are also very fond of cotton seed, but 
fed unhulled to them, they frequently cause 
the porcine squealers to die, by choking up 
their “inards 
with lint. 
Hie best and 
safest way for the grunters to feast upon 
this delicacy is to root for them in a pond 
or tank of water. Throw the seed into a 
shallow w aterhole and let each pig fish 
them out for himself, and there is no danger 
of piggy’s coming to an untimely end. 
It might add somewhat to the digestibility 
of cotton-seed to grind the kernels into 
coarse meal before feeding to cow s. Most 
people, in fact, prefer doing so, but when 
we consider how soft the oily kernels are, I 
am led to doubt the necessity of so doing. 
Still it is no disadvantage to them to grind 
them. For tine milk cattle it m ight pay 
even to scald the meal before feeding. 
When the hulled but unground kernels are 
mixed with an equal quantity of finely cut 
turnips, as above suggested, the bovine 
stomach, aided by the never-omitted rumi­ 
nation, will readily reduce them to a condi­ 
tion of assimilation into tho rich aud nutri­ 
tious lacteal fluid. 
When the farmer feeds his cottonseed to 
his cows and hogs he realizes two values 
from them—first, as feed, second, as ma­ 
nure. Therefore, I consider that this is the 
very best possible use the farmer can make 
of his cottonseed. The oil-meal men buy 
every seed they can rake and serape to­ 
gether, at from five to lo cents per bushel, 
while they are worth from 15 to 20 cents 
to the farmer as cattle feed, and subse­ 
quently as manure. 
The products of tho 
mills—cottonseed oil and meal—are very 
valuable articles indeed to the commer­ 
cial world at large, but not to the farmer 
who supplies the raw material for their 
manufacture. Cottonseed oil is very useful 
for house-painting purposes, aud its much 
lower price has enabled it almcst to sup­ 
plant finseed oil for that purpose. 
It is 
largely used iu place of olive oil for many 
purposes, and is equally wholesome, A re-

While both of these products—oil and 
meal—ere valuable commercial articles, 
I hold that the fanner does a bad thini 
himself when he sells his cottonseed! 
prices tho mills now pay. Of course, „ .... 
could get 15 to 20 cents a bushel, and would 
invest a part of the money he gets for them 
in equally rich food for his cows, he might 
make it to his interest to sell them. Should 
ho have an abundance pf grain, roots and 
forage for his cattle and hogs, he ought to 
invest a large proportion of the mjtney he 
gets for his cottonseed in good fertilizers for 
his farm. 
There are two classes of ftwmWs in the 
South, who generally soli every cottonseed 
they have—sometimes not even saving 
enough to plant their next orop. I refer to 
the negro farmer and tho white renter. 
From this improvident portion of the agri­ 
cultural population tim more prudent fann­ 
ers can and do derive great benefit in this 
> all their shiftless neigh- 
the same prices that {lie 
way: They buy up all their shiftless neigh­ 
bors’ seed, paying the same prices that {lie 
oil mills pay. Thus the seller gets lust as 
much from his more prudent neighbor as 
Le would get at the mill in town. and saves 
u large haul, often over very had roads. 
The buyer, on the other hand. reaps the 
benent of the low price set by the oil men. 
and provides himself with all the manure 
his farm needs at a very moderate cost. 
This class of formers derive an indirect, yet 
very positive benefit from the oil mills, and 
I ain glad to see, are improving their oppor­ 
tunities and their farms too. 
“The Cotton O il Trust," a company of 
capitalists whose headquarters are in New 
York oity, now control most of the best oil 
mills in th ©Bout Ii, and consequently fix the 
price of seed all over the cotton-growing 
section. I am glad TO note, however, that 
there is a strong probability of a rival or-

It is thought that now, not more than one- 
sixth of the Southern production of cotton­ 
seed finds its way to the oil mills, but tile 
proportion is yearly increasing—-{Country 
Gentleman. 


Tim oth y G rass. 
The value of grasses for hay is a question 
of deep interest for farmers who are not yet 
ready to adopt the system of feeding en­ 
silage. Analyses have been made of differ­ 
ent kinds of grasses, and also of the dried 
bay composed of these grasses, that develop 
some singular results. It would be a diffi­ 
cult matter, probably, to make a Ken­ 
tuckian believe that there was any grass 
grown that is superior to the blue grass of 
that region, and yet an analysis o f grasses 
when green shows that in fat and heat pro­ 
ducing elements, the timothy stands in the 
ratio of very nearly 2 to I, with a less 
marked difference in tiesli forming princi­ 
ples. It also contains much less water than 
Hie blue grass. For the purpose of com­ 
parison we give below the result of analysis 
of three varieties of grasses aud of red 
clover: 
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Flint in his work on the grasses* in speak­ 
ing of timothy, remarks that at Hie titqe of 
the blossoming, it has a greater percentage 
of flesh fat-forming principles, and less 
woody fibre than most other grasses. It is 
of interest for farmers to know which grass 
is most profitable for them to grow.— 
[Germantown Telegraph. 


M a n u rin g in the H ill. 
If this is to be done at all, the hest plan is 
to apply before planting the seed, taking 
pains to work thoroughly into the soil. 
With the majority of plants the plan can 
hardly be considered the best one, unless 
we are using some special fertilizer. For 
general crops and when common farm 
manure is used broadcast and Worked thor­ 
oughly into the soil it is much the best plan, 
and especially when tile manure is not 
thoroughly rotted and fined. It is very es­ 
sential that when the manure is applied in 
the lulls it should be thoroughly rotted 
aud fined, and then mixed w ftn the toil as 
thoroughly as possible. . Fresh,, manure 
should not he applied iii tile hill, but 
scattered broadcast. Tho worst objection 
to manuring in the hill is that with the ma­ 
jority of plants the roots soon reach out Ite- 
yond the hill, and inconsequence the plants 
soon fail to derive the full benefit from the 
applications. It is, of course, necessary and 
important to secure a good start ti) grow 
and applying manure in tile hill often aids 
materially to secure this; but later on, 
when the plant is ready to mature its prod­ 
uct, a good supply of available plant food is 
also very necessary, and usually they will 
be able to derive a very small amount at 
this time from manure placed in the hill, 
while if scattered broadcast and thoroughly 
worked iii with the soil, the feeding roots 
are continually receiving a supply, or rather 
are able to secure a continued supply, en­ 
abling the plant not only to secure a’good 
start to grow, but to keep it up until the 
product is matured. 
■With vines, such as melons, squashes, 
cucumbers, if the supply of manure is small 
and it is desired to der*!- the largest 
amount of benefit for one season, manuring 
in the hill may be profitably resorted to. 
When this is done the hills should be dug 
out large, at least three feet square, aud the 
manure thoroughly mixed with the soil; 
even though on\y a forkful is applied in 
each hill, take pains to work well nato the 
soil. Too many make the mistake of mak­ 
ing the hill by digging out the soil and then 
til rowing the manure in the bottom, cover­ 
ing with soil and then planting the seeds. 
Very few of the feeding roots of the plants 


reach it when applied in this way, aud it is 
In a less available form, so that the plants 
fail to derive the benefit they should, As

As to winch 
is the host plan for using them, cost consid­ 
ered, can only be fully determined by ex­ 
periment in cadi locality, os the cost. in­ 
cluding transportation arid the labor of ap­ 
plying, varies in different sections. 
As a general rule the surest plan is to ma­ 
nure thoroughly as you go along. If you 
have a sufficient amount of manure to prop­ 
erly manure IO acres do not attempt to 
make it cover 20, either by scattering thin 
or of manuring in the nill. Of course there 
may bo exceptions, Vnit generally this m tiro 
end will prove the most profitable.—[N. J. 
Shepherd, in Journal of Agriculture. 


Seed in g W ith C ra ss. 
I am sowing 40 bushels o f grass seed this 
spring. The land is thoroughly ploughed 
five inches deep, all the loose stone is laid 
in tho furrows and covered, and tho ground 
is then well harrowed (the same way as the 
furrows lie) with tho Acme harrow, which 
does not disturb the covered stone. Hence 
I have a smooth surface over which the 
mower aud rake will pass freely and unob­ 
structed. The land is then sown with oats, 
which I have always found a good crop pi 
seed down with. I he oat# are harrowed in 
with the Acme. in tho same direction, ana 
a smooth surface is made. 
The gross 
seed is then sown immediately, choosing 
early morning, when there is little or no 
wind. Orchard grass I consider invaluable. 
It makes a large growth—succeeds well on 
all soils—dry upland.low moist land, gravely 
find poor ground and sandy loams—but tho 
letter the soil the better it does. I have out 
t in May 5 feet 9 inches high over a field, 
and a square roil of it weighed, green as out, 
200 pounds, equal to 32,000 pounds per 
acre, and to 8000 pounds of hay. It is an 
early grass; comes into blossom with red 
clover, being three weeks earlier than tim ­ 
othy. When out in blossom it makes the 
best of hay. It quickly recovers from cut­ 
ting, aud makes a heavy aftermath for late 
pasture. 
Moreover, orchard grass Is permanent, 
remaining in tho ground for 40 years lf 
well manured now and then. 
Another 
good grass, that succeeds in all kindg of 
soil—early, prolific and permanent—is Eng­ 
lish bluegrass or meadow fescue. I ain 
■owing both OI these for permanent hay and 
pasture. Of these grasses,24 pounds of seed 
(of each) Is required for on acre. Timothy 
and clover are a standard mixture and for 
temporary meadows arc unexcelled. I am 
sowing these with tlie other grasses and 
with 
Kentucky 
bluegrass, 
and 
when 
these run out, In three or four years, 
the others will keep possession of toe 
soil. Of tlieso I use six pounds each of 
timothy and clover and 20 lbs of the blue­ 
grass. 
In sowing it is necessary to be care­ 
ful with these Tight chaffy seed to get an 
even stand. I sow crosswise of the harrow 
marks and immediately after the harrow­ 
ing. 
The footmarks are easily seen, and 
one can gauge the distance apart with ac­ 
curacy. 
I take three short steps, or 6 feet 
each bout. 
One oan throw the seed over 
this distance with ease and evenness, arui 
although the wind may be blowing quite 
fresh, ny taking advantage of the direction, 
a skilful sower can get an even sewing 
without aifiiculty. 


H om e M ade T o b a c c o Fertilizers. 
A favorite formula among tobacoo-grow- 
ers at Sheffield, Conn., and Vicinity, and 
known as tho R. K. Finney formula, calls 
for 1000 pounds of best quality cotton-seed 
meal, 500 pounds high-grade cotton-hull 
ashes and 500 pounds of pure limo. This 
mixture is applied at tho rate of two tons 
per acre. Tile New England Homestead 
calculates that it will cost about $23.50 per 
ton; and if tho cotton meal is of good qual­ 
ity it will contain 6 to 7 per cent. of nitro­ 
gen, 1*4. to 2 per cent, of phosphoric acid, 
and 2 to 2Va per cent, of potash, all posi­ 
tively available as plant food. The cotton- 
hull ashes, if light colored and good, will 
contain 5 to 7 per cent of available phos­ 
phoric acid and 20 
to 
25 per 
cent. 
of 
available 
potash. 
These 
mixtures 
made br the above formula and analyzed 
by the Connecticut station, contained 3.81 
to 4.42 per cent of nitrogen, 7.13 to 8.05 
per cent, of potash, and 7.31 to 7.70 per 
Cent. of available phosphoric acid, or con­ 
siderably more than the average composi­ 
tion above calculated. A similar mixtore, 
made by Abner Trask of East Hartford, 
Conn., consists of 2000 pounds of cotton­ 
seed meal, 1000 pounds of cotton-hull 
ashes, 600 pounds of limo and 500 pounds 
of plaster; total, 4000 pounds, which is 
used on two acres. The present cost of 
the mixture, says the authority quoted 
from, would be a lieut $47 to $40 for the two 
tons. 
It is believed that this fertilizer 
would prove a fine one for ^potatoes aud 
other crops that draw heavily on potash.

Henry .Tames, in an article in Scribner’s 
Magazine on "Instinct,” shows that bo has 
given close study to this faculty in its vari­ 
ous forms as it appears in man and beast. 
After defining tho word for the purposes of 
his discussion, and showing that the faculty 
is present in all living beings, ho arrives at 
a conclusion different from the older writers 
on the subject, who smothered everything 
in a vague wonder at tho clairvoyant nnd 
prophetic power of the animals—so supe­ 
rior to anything in man—and at tim benefi­ 
cence of God in endowing them with 
such a gift. Ho concludes that every in­ 
stinct 
is 
an 
impulse, and that 
man 
ms a gl oater variety of impulses than any 
ewer animal, and any one of these impulses 
,s as “blind’’ as the lowest instinct can be, 
jut owing to m an’s memory, power of re­ 
flection and power of inference, they come 
each one to do felt by nim in connection 
with a foresight of their results. It is ob­ 
vious that every instinct in aq animal with 
memory must be accompanied with fore­ 
sight as to Its end just so far as that end 
may have fallexi under the animal's cog­ 
nizance. Tim# it 1s plain that no matter 
how well endowed an animal may origin­ 
ally lie in the m atter of instinct, his actions 
will be much modified if, in addition to im­ 
pulses, lie Im vc memories, associations and 
inferences on any considerable scale. _ 
‘ Young ani mala, "says the writer, ‘‘imme­ 
diately after birth have no instinct of fear, 
hut show their dependence by allowing 
themselves to he freely handled. Later, 
however, they grew 'wild,' and if left to 
themselves will hoi. let 
man approach 
them. I am told bv farmers in the Adiron­ 
dack wilderness that it is a very serious 
m atter if a cow wanders off and calves in 
th* woods and is not found for a week or 
more. The calf, by that time. is as wild and 
almost as fleet aaa deer, and hard to cap­ 
ture without violence. But calves rarely 
show7 any particular wildness to the men 
who have been in contact with them during 
the first days of their life, when the in­ 
stinct to attach themselves is uppermost, 
nor do they dread strangers as they would 
if brought up wild.” 
Tiffs leads to the law of transitoriness, 
which is tiffs: That many instincts ripen 
at a certain age and then fade away. _ A 
consequence or this law is that if, during 
the time of such an instinct’s vivacity, ob­ 
jects adequate' to arouse it are met with. a 
habit of acting on the*HY id (formed, w'hlch 
remains when tiro ’original instinct has 
passed 
away; 
but 
that 
if 
no 
such 
objects 
are 
met 
with, 
then 
no 
habit 
will 
he 
formed, and later on 
in 
life, 
when the animal meets the 
objects he will altogether fail to react, as at 
the earlier epoch he would instinctively 
have done. No doubt such a law is re­ 
stricted. Some instincts are far less tran­ 
sient than others—those connected with 
feeling and "self-preservation” may hardly 
be transient at all, and some, after fading 
out for a time, recur as strong as ever, e. g., 
the instincts of pairing and rearing young. 
Tile author cites as ail example of the habit 
of acting on instinct a Scotch terrier, born 
on the floor of a stable and transferred six 
weeks later to a carpeted house. 
When he was 4 months old he would 
make a very elaborate pretence of burying 
tilings, such as gloves, etc., which he hail 
played with till he was tired. He scratched 
tho carpet with his forefeet, dropped the 
object from his mouth upon the spot, and 
then scratched all about it (witli both fore 
and hind feet, if I remember rightly), and 
finally went away and led it lie.

course 
the 
act 
was 
entirely 
useless. 
I 
saw 
him perform it 
at 
that 
age 
some 
four or 
five 
times, and never 
again in his life. Tile conditions were not 
present to fix a habit which could last when 
the prompting instinct died away. But sup­ 
pose meat instead of a glove, earth instead 
of a carpet, hunger pangs instead of a fresh 
supper a few hours later, and it is easy to

see how this dog might have got into 
habit of burying superfluous food, w 
might have lasted all his life. 
Tiffs peculiarity is still more noticeable 
in human beings. 
If ii boy grows tip alone at Hie age of 
games ami sports, and learns neither to play 
ball, nor row7, nor sail, nor ride, nor skate, 
nor fish, nor shoot, probably ho will bo 
sedentary to the end of his days; and. 
though the best of opportunities be afforded 
him for learning these things later, it is a 
hundred to one but lie win pass them by 
and shrink back from the effort of taking 
those necessary first steps tho prospect of 
which, at an earlier ago, would havo 
filled him 
with 
eager 
delight. 
Tiro 
sexual 
passion 
expires 
after 
a 
pro­ 
tracted 
reign; 
but it is well known 
that its 
peculiar 
manifestations in a 
given individual depend almost entirely on 
tile habits he may form during the early 
period of its activity. Exposure to bad com­ 
pany then makes him a loose liver all his 
days: chastity kept at first makes tho same 
easy later on.

surprise us. Life is full of the imperfect 
adjustment to individual cases, of arrange­ 
ments which, taking tiro species as a whole, 
are quite orderly and regular. Instinct can­ 
not be expected to escape this general rule.

SEA LORE. 


A Dialect w ith a W ealth of D istinctive 
Term s-T ho S trange W ords of the 
Vocabulary of the Ocean. 


[Seattle Poit-InetU lg»ncer.] 
Not excepting the profession of the law, 
there is no calling w hich has a greater 
w ealth of technical dialect than th at of the 
sea. The vocabulary of the ocean is crowded 
w ith strange words, and there are such nice 
shades of in can‘uh; Which distinguish their 
uses th a t a landsm an m ust often be per­ 
plexed at bow to arrive at any intelligent 
understanding of them . T he sage of Fleet 
street is never more entertaining than when 
he is trying to define som e part of the 
vessel’s gear. At home w ith pretty m uch 
all other subjects in the w orld, Dr. Johnson 
was singularly unhappy in His treatm ent 
of m atters marine, as a glance at some of 
tho definitions in his dictionary will slioxv. 
His description of a ship as a "floating 
prison" is of course figurative, begotten by 
his dislike of the sea and everything con­ 
nected with it. His dictionary, however, is 
full of ludicrous errors, perpetrated in all 
seriousness in His attem pts to fathom the 
m ystery of a ship’s equipm ent. The doctor 
confounds‘‘tiller” w ith rudder” over and 
over again, describes Hie “keel” as Hie 
“bottom " of a ship and apparently thinks 
th a t "belay” and “splice’ are convertible 
term s. 
This ignorance on tile 
lexicog­ 
rapher's part is inexcusable for the reason 
th a t sea term s have such nicety of applica­ 
tion 
th at 
room for confusion of them 
should 
lie 
impossible. 
No 
profession 
bi 
the 
xvorld 
has 
xvords 
to 
express 
such delicate shades of m eaning as the sea. 
T ake the words “aft” and “ab aft” as exam - 
Eles. These are both adverbs of place, and 
oth mean alm ost the sam e thing, yet til re 
is no single occasion w here either of them 
m ay be used w ith equal propriety. Tho 
form er means “behind in a general sense, 
bu t tho latter means behind in a relative 
sense and can only be used in connection 
w ith some object, abaft Hie foremast, abaft 
Hie binnacle, etc. People xvould naturally 
think th at tho same word would lie used to 
describe anything which 
cam e over or 
through a vessel’s bulw arks, w hether that 
tiling xvas anim ate or inanim ate. N othing 
of the sort. There are txvo xvords to use on 
occasions of this sort, to confound which is 
a heresy of the deadliest kind. A boat is 
said to be swung from the davits over tho 
bulw arks “inboard,” but a m an entering a 
ship has gone "aboard.” Seas break 
in­ 
board,” but not m arines—the latter come 
“aboard." 
Anecdotes of Dr. Johnson are irresistible, 
and here is one which is not so frequently 
quoted os most. On one occasion the doctor 
was invited to spend a week on board a xx ar 
ship lying in Plym outh roads. Rendered 
excursive by enforced idleness, he xvas 
tem pted into ram bling about the snip, and 
com ing to a particularly dark and m ysteri­ 
ous closet had bis curiosity w hetted to ask 
a sailor its uses. "T hat,’’ replied the tar, 
"is the place where tho loplollym an keeps 
his loplolly”—an answer which so discon­ 
certed the doctor th at ho packed up his 
trunks and went ashore tho same hour. If 
the strange words ho hears at sea are puz­ 
zling to a landsm an, then doubly so are 
fam iliar xvords which on a ship have a sig­ 
nificance quite different to their shore one. 
W hat is the unsophisticated to m ake of cats*, 
of lizards, of foxes or of leeches? Then tho 
use of the verbs to mouse, to house and to 
rouse are equally m ysterious. The xvord 
lady at sea is obsolete now, but form erly it 
designated a functionary whose business it 
was to look after the gunners’ sm all stores, 
and the place where the latter were kept 
xvas called the lady’s pantry. The sea is 
very conservative in its usages, and some of 
the term s xve have quoted above xvere fam il­ 
iar to mariners in the tim e of Columbus. 
Now anil then a xvord sinks into desuetude. 
as President Cleveland would say, but it 
takes centurlesof disuse to really render the 
word obsolete. A good expressive sea term 
has been lost in abandoning the verb "to 
.olaxv,” which form erly m eant clutching 
and grabbing at the wind, in a ship’s efforts 
to get away from a lee shore. Sails are not 
said to “shiver" in Hie wind nowadays: 
they “sh ak e'” nor are the staysails “heaved 
out." but "loosed and hoisted 
in this nine­ 
teenth century. There lias been a great den I 
of controversy about the use of tile word 
"topgallant,” and, as usual, the sage of Bol­ 
ton Court runs afoul of it most egregiously. 
Topgallant was a word used on shore long 
before it became tho exclusive property of 
the son. Steele som ewhere speaks of tho 
“topgallant sparks of the town, 
using tho 
wold 
xvith 
a 
confidence which 
only 
fam iliarity 
xvith 
it 
could 
give. 
Ac­ 
cording to tho 
author 
cl 
the “Lives 
of Hie Poets,” "topgallant” Is the top­ 
sail. Now, the veriest tyro of the sea knows 
that topgallant is never used as a substan­ 
tive, but invariably as an adjective, the top­ 
gallant yard, the topgallant forecastle fur­ 
nishing examples. A man going to hod at 
sea is said to he “turning in.” Men who 
sleep through the watches, like the petty 
officers, etc., are said to have "all night in” ; 
that 
is, 
in their bunks or hammocks. 
"Idlers” is a peculiar word, and m eans those 
exclusive of tho officers who do not keep 
watches, like the carpenter, cook. butcher, 
etc. 
The monosyllabic word ' lay” has 
many m eanings, none of them very quickly 
caught hold of by th e landsman. 
To "lay” 
aloit is to go aloft, but for a body of m en to 
"lay” along a yard is to extend along a 
yard. Tile xvord "lay” is also used in con­ 
nection w ith coiling up a rope; thus, "to 
lay up a rope.” 
It xvould occupy too much space to adduce 
instances where the spelling and pronuncia­ 
tion of sea term s are xvidely different. Fre­ 
quently, of course, this arises from the fact 
th at Jack has got little breath to spare, and 
xvants to say everything as short as possible, 
but why it is easier so say "strop’’ than 
strap, or “strake" than streak is not appar­ 
ent. The word tackle is short and handy 
enough in all conscience, but iii Jack's 
m outh it becomes “trvcle,” with the accent 
on the first syllable. Dry hash at sea be­ 
comes “scoase.” and puddings or dum plings 
are known collectively as ‘ duffs.” Ship’s 
crackers are called 
‘hard 
bread,” and 
baker's loaves "soft tack.” "Fiddles” are 
peculiar xvooden fram es strapped on the 
table to prevent the dishes from slipping 
axvav. 
Burying the dead horse is a cerem ony sel­ 
dom witnessed on Am erican ships, hut on 
the East Inuiam en of old tim e, ay xvell as on 
tho Blackwell liners of a decade ago, it xvas 
never om itted from a voyage. It consisted 
in the burying of tho effigy of a horse when 
the sailors had been a month out at sea, to 
say th at their m onth’s advance had been 
worked off. Needless to say there was con­ 
siderable circum locution about it. many 
dreary chants being sung, a barrel of (ar 
ignited aud all hands getting gloriously 
drunk in tho “evening. Compared with 
legal -phraseology, th at of the sea is in­ 
finitely richer aud purer, and we have 
noticed before it is capable of draw ing fine 
distinctions and discrim inating between 
shades of m eaning, so as to alm ost raise it 
to a science. A little knowledge, however, 
is a dangerous tiling, and before the confi­ 
dent landsm an begins to talk of gudgeons 
and pintles he had b etter consult Mr. Clark 
Russell or some other naval authority, and 
ask him in all sim plicity what the term s 
mean.

FISH AND THE 
FISHERIES. 


In connection with the great interest 
which our fisheries now command with 
the public it is to be noted that in the 
United States 131,420 persons aro engaged 
in the taking and curing of fish for mar­ 
ket, of whom 37,000, or nearly one-fourth, 
are in the New England States. The whole 
capital invested is $38,000,000, of which 
$20,000,000 is in the New England States, 
the annual value of tho product to these 
states being $14,270,000. 
An interest of such proportions would 
have a just claim to the attention of legis­ 
lators on general commercial grounds, if on 
no others. But it is not alone on these 
grounds that tho fisheries acquire a great 
importance, for the liquor interest has 
vastly more capital at stake. It is in their 
relation to the health of the people and the 
matter of cheap and wholesome dict for 
the poor that an element of philanthropy 
and sanitary well-being invests the fisheries 
With universal interest. 
We already rank 
second to England 
among the beef-eating nations of tho earth. 
Any man of refined sensibilities who has 
visited the stock yards of Chicago on a hot 
day or gathered up the stoa)afb to enter 
the immense slaughter houses that cover 
that carnal arca has probably come away 
with the reflection that we are still, to a 
great extent, only a race of improved car­ 
nivora. And when the matter of how great 
an amount of effete and unwholesome ani­ 
mal tissue must necessarily go out of these 
slaughter pens into the general stomach is 
taken into consideration the subject of our 
national diet becomes one of most vital and 
far-reaching importance. 
That as a nation we eat far too much 
animal flesh and too little fish will hardly 
be denied by any thinking observer. Espe­ 
cially is fish a fitting diet^ in this country, 
where tho depletion of nerve and brain 
force is in excess of any other country in 
the world, inasmuch as the ingredients sup­ 
plied by fish to the blood are eminently 
adapted to conserve these forces. The cen­ 
sus reports of 1885 announced the surpris­ 
ing number of 02,000 insane persons in the 
country, a largo proportion of whom were 
made so by overstrained nerves and over­ 
taxed brains, the everyday incidents of our 
pell-mell rush after gain and faino. 
Our fishery interests, then, are a matter 
of deep concern, quite apar’ even from the 
international rights of our merchants and 
hardy toilers of the sea. In protecting them 
we art* engaged in one of the most import­ 
ant works that concern the public welfare. 


WHO ARE THE ASSASSINS I 


V ic t o r H u o o , writing on the great mas­ 
sacres in Bulgaria several years ago, said: 
“If a person is killed by another in the 
Bois de Bologne it is called murder, and if 
Hie guilty party is convicted he generally 
suffers death; but 40,000 men, women and 
children killed by the Turks in Bulgaria is 
only,a question for statesmen to talk about.” 
The idea embodied in the pithy sentence 
of tl»e great French writer is brought to 
mind as we read the charges reiterated 
again and again by Sa l is b u r y , H a r t in g ­ 


t o n and the London Times, against the 
Irish leaders and people, respecting tho as­ 
sassination of C a v e n d ish and B u r k e five 
years ago in the Phoenix Park, Dublin. 
It would seem from their continued refer­ 
ences to this tragedy that assassination has 
been a very uncommon occurrence in Ire­ 
land. 
But every reader of Irish history 
knows the contrary. They know the peo­ 
ple of that country have been assassinated 
for centuries, by periodical famines, packed 
juries, partisan judges, bayonets and bul­ 
lets, and by the w hole power of the govern­ 
ment, mercilessly w ielded by the Irish land 
oligarchy. They know', too, that desperate 
men driven to the wall have occasionally 
made savage reprisals. 
Let us glance briefly at the Phoenix Park 
murders and another of almost even date. 
Stung by F o r s t e r ’s pitiless rule and blind 
with despair, a few desperate men banded 
themselves to kill F o r s t e r , but instead 
struck down with their knives an English 
lord and F o r s t e r ’s under-secretary. This 
happened on the evening of May 6, 1882. 
On the evening immediately preceding, 
May 5, a constabulary sub-inspector, with 
his four men, killed ab ey 14 years old and 
wounded three others with buckshot in 
Ballina, a little towrn in the west of Ireland. 
The lads were members of a boys’ hand 
which was out on the streets playing music 
in celebration of the release of M ic h a e l 
D a v itt from prison, the news of which 
event had just reached the little town. The 
sub-inspector attempted to seize the big 
drum belonging to the hand and the popu­ 
lace on the sidewalks hooted, whereupon he 
ordered his men to fire, and four boys of 
the band, none of whom were over IC years 
of age, fell before "Buckshot” F o r s t e r ’s 
‘‘resources of civilization.” 
It is worthy of particular note to observe 
the action of the government regarding 
these two assassinations. In the ease of 
Ca v e n d ish and B u r k e a coroner’s jury in 
Dublin found a verdict of wilful murder 
ag ain st some parties unknow n, a u d the gov- 


$50,000 for information which would lead 
to the apprehension and conviction of tho 
perpetrators., They were captured aud suf­ 
fered death. 
In the other case a coroner’s jury in Bal­ 
lina found a verdict of wilful murder 
against Sub-Inspector B a l l and his four 
men for the death of the boy MULCAHY, 
but their verdict, which constitutes an in­ 
dictment according to British law in Ire­ 
land, w'as nolle pros’d by the government 
prosecutor. 
Sub-Inspector B a l l and two 
of his men w’cre promoted within four 
months afterwards, and to this day they 
live unwhipt of justice, the esteemed and 
honored instruments of Dublin Castle. The 
assassination of an Irish boy may appear 
trivial cornuated with that of a British no­ 
bleman in the mind o f some British states­ 
men, or to the London Times, but to the 
average American it is equally as heinous, 
W hen some of the hunted Irish in the 
madness of desperation turn at bay and 
wreak vengeance on the hunters, Dublin 
Castle and its allies shriek assassination. 
When the Earl of Leitrim and others of his 
abominable class, taking advantage of their 
position as Irish landlords holding the ter­ 
rible power of eviction over the parents, 
have debauched the daughters and fallen 
before the shotgun of brother or lover, a 
howl of assassination has gone forth against 
the people. When a frenzied Irish girl with 
the home from which she has been evicted 
in flames, fired by a landlord incendiary in 
Glenbeigh last winter, knocks down with a 
spade a ruffianly bailiff who lays violent 
hands on her mother, it is cited as an in­ 
stance of the depth of depravity to which 
Irish womanhood has sunk through tho 
immoral teachings of the Irish National 
League. This kind of denunciation has 
gone on for years, and still continues. 
Who aro the real assassins in Ireland? 
Let us see. Half a million of her people 
died a horrible, lingering death bv starva­ 
tion. or disease superinduced by insufficient 
food, in the three years ending with the 
close of 1848. Yet Ireland produced food 
sufficient to feed more than twice her pop­ 
ulation during those years. Again in 1880 
others died of hunger and misery. Moro 
w ould have so died if the charity of the 
world had not flowed in to relieve the ne­ 
cessities of 800,000 people, tho number re­ 
ported by the different relief committees 
Yet tins island that very year produced 
food enough, by the labor of its people, to 
support three times its population. 
Who or what is responsible for this peri­ 
odical assassination of the people by famine 
in a land of plenty? The answer is not far 
to seek. They arc murdered by Irish land­ 
lords and British statesmen like S a l is b u r y , 
H a r tin g to n and their kind, wielding the 
power of tho British empire. They are the 
real assassins in Ireland, and the civilized 
world at last understands it.

THE COUNTRY PROSPEROUS. 


One of tho prominent devices used by the 
Republicans in the last national campaign 
whereby to terrify the people was an indus­ 
trious circulation of tho warning that if the 
Democrats should succeed to power tho 
wheels of industry would refuse to move in 
their sockets and things in general assume 
the air of a graveyard. A cheap jewelry firm 
in Attleboro publicly telegraphed to New 
York on the night before election; “ lf 
B l a in e is elected fill our order; otherwise 
consider it cancelled.” Similar cheap tricks 
had been in operation every day. 
But human nature 
did not radically 
change after election. Men continued to 
eat, to wear clothes, to live in houses and 
even to wear cheap jewelry. The wheels of 
industry, in fact, moved more nimbly in 
their sockets than before. It is even doubt­ 
ful whether the soft-soliler man cancelled 
his order. 
On the whole, the condition of business 
has remained satisfactory, and is so today. 
That there are strikes and numerous dis­ 
putes between labor and capital is rather an 
evidence that times are good than the con­ 
trary, for it has become one of the maxims 
of organized labor to make hay while the 
sun shines and to strike while the iron is 
hot. 
The severe competition among manufac­ 
turers has made it necessary to put a far 
greater stock of goods upon the market 
than formerly in 
order to live, while 
traders find it necessary to handle almost 
double the quantity of goods in order to 
secure the old profits. All this operates to 
fulfil the great economic law promulgated 
by J o sia h W a r r e n , that the inevitable 
tendency of competition is to make cost tile 
lim it of price. At this point labor is sure to 
get its own, and Mr. A t k in so n would have 
us believe that we have already nearly 
roached it. 
Ours is a great country.

shines down upon a mass of humanity as 
contented ana prosperous as grumbling 
human nature will permit itself to be. Tho 
people have confidence in their rulers. They 
are gradually unloading themselves of the 
degenerate Republican party that waxed 
fat and audacious on tho leavings of tho 
great war, and a still blighter prospect 
stretches out before them.

An enterprise well worth the attention of 
the Anti-Poverty Society has lately been on 
foot in a neglected region of the State of 
New York. 
The Foster Oil Company leased several 
acres of land in Zoar Hollow, near Catta­ 
raugus creek, and modestly began rigging 
a derrick. 
There is nothing so conducive 
to prosperity as to rig a derrick, hut the 
operation has been practiced upon so many 
people that even the natives of Zoar Hol­ 
low were a little w’ary and kept a respect­ 
ful distance between them and the Foster 
Oil Company. 
Tho company knew what it was about 
however, and after ten days of patient 
boring had sunk a probe 1000 feet deep into 
the bowels of the earth 
Then suddenly came the clatter of boards 
and hammers, w'hile tenpenny nails flitted 
through the air. 
Forsooth the derrick was 
being boarded up in frantic haste, for lo, the 
company had struck oil. 
Thereupon the agents of the company 
flew to the neighboring fanners with baud 
fuls of greenbacks to assist conversation 
and promote good feeling. Fifty dollars an 
acre was offerea for land that was not 
worth IO. A farmer named C u r r , bewil 
dered at an offer of $100 an acre for his 300 
acres, was caught up as if in a Golconda 
dream by the temptation and unloaded on 
the spot. Heavy tonuses were offered on 
short time options, and the dismal swamps 
of Zoar Hollow were soon transformed into 
a Fourth of July scene.

“There’s millions in it I” 
resounded through Zoar Hollow, and its 
echoes glided hack to the scores of anxious 
aud gullible pilgrims on their way to 
invest.

WHEN DOCTORS 
DISAGREE. 


It is somewhat amusing to note the 
variety of rules given by men of all trades 
for the preservation of the health, espe­ 
cially so when the average man or woman is 
deeply interested in this particular subject. 
Since the novelists have taken up tho 
matter and venture to lay down the law 
with as much force as the most distinguished 
M. D.. suppose we try for a moment to carry 
out these rules In practical every-day life. 
Tho average man is doubtless a dweller in 
the suburbs, and his morning ablations are 
taken while the breakfast is cooking. As he 
concludes his gymnastic exercises with tho 
flesh-brush ho hears the wife of his bosom 
calling: “You must hurry, only IO minutes 
to train time.” He does hurry, he catches 
tho train, with a piece of muffin in his 
cheek, and drops panting into the first seat; 
then he recalls the orders of the all-know­ 
ing adviser: "If you gfet Rito a perspiration 
do not allow tho moisture to dry on your 
skin. Go to your room, take off everything, 
and use the brush.” 
Arrived in town he goes to his office, and 
in the midst of letters and papers he re­ 
ceives a summons to meet a friend imme­ 
diately at some station. He orders a cab, 
drives there and finds the friend with just 
lo minutes to spare, and another friend de­ 
siring to see them both at the Stax and Gar­ 
ter Just over tho way. Another hurry, 
another season of fighting time arid gjjace. 
and another stage of perspiration. "Go to 
your room, take off everything, etc.,” comes 
in oddly just here. 
All day long the average man, if he is a 
wide-awake, all-around, 
look-after-cvery- 
thing individual, continues to perspire, and 
does not find any opportunity, if he desired 
it, of following the instructions "during the 
day.” 
“If your underclothing is damp it is, of 
course, hest to change it; if the skin has 
been brushed red you may resume it with 
impunity.” Fancy a board of brokers, or a 
council ot stockholders, or a convention of 
editors attending to this little scheme of 
making the body take on a boiled lobster 
hue during the working hours. 
“This friction after exercise is of great 
importance,” continues our health adviser. 
Doubtless, hut the average man would find 
more friction to the square inch in his busi­ 
ness than he could well stand up under if 
ho should attempt to follow these prescribed 
processes day after day. 
The unadulterated truth is that a great 
deal of nonsense is written concerning the 
care of our bodies which has not one par­ 
ticle of practical value. Hot water agrees 
with some, cold water with others, and tepid 
exactly suits particular cases. Times and 
seasons must be determined by circum­ 
stances. To many delicate people the daily 
bath would be positively injurious. 
When the wiseacres can w'rite upon some 
common-sense theory which commends 
itself to busy people, every man and woman 
will adopt it conditionally; but constitu­ 
tions, like noses, are totally unlike, and we 
must swim, scrub, sponge and care for these 
bodies of ours with due consideration for 
our particular needs and our peculiarities of 
temperament and circumstances. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


If the progress of industrial education in 
this country is not so notable as in the old 
countries wo are still doing considerable, 
aud tho steady drift is in the direction of 
doing more. 
The Massachusetts Institute of Technol­ 
ogy and the Chicago Manual Training 
School are institutions of permanent pros­ 
perity and usefulness. 
The latter, estab­ 
lished by the Chicago Commercial Club, at 
a cost of $100,000 yearly, turns out many 
young men skilled in metal and wood 
working, and ready to take the initiative in 
the many inventions, designs and improve­ 
ments in workmanship which add so much 
to our wealth, comfort and refinement. 
Ll New York Dr. A u ch m u tz has estab­ 
lished an eminently practical school, in 
which boys are taught plumbing, painting, 
bricklaying, plastering, stonecutting, etc., 
and when they go out can at once obtain 
good wages and the best places. All this 
goes along with a fair common school edu­ 
cation in tho ordinary branches. 
What a field is here opened for practical 
philanthropy among poor boys besides fur­ 
nishing a source from which efficient and 
reliable work is securable. And not only 
this, hut such schools are easily made, to a 
great extent, self-supporting. 
Rich men in our cities w’ho are unable to 
find satisfactory employment for the un 
productive capital on their hands might 
find quite a profitable field of investment in 
such schools. The expense Incurred by de 
fective plumbing to the landlords of Boston 
every year would probably endow an insti­ 
tution liko the Chicago Manual Training 
School. The decline of the old apprentice­ 
ship system has made reliable workman­ 
ship ii matter of great uncertainty, and the 
absence of reliable work in the costly 
structures of the present time entails very 
serious and costly consequences. 
The cultivation of the mind through the 
hand and the eye, directed to useful pur­ 
suits, is a subject that does not receive as 
much attention as it deserves. In the long 
run a nation of soft hands is liable to be­ 
come a nation of soft heads. An education 
1 hat carries the useful along with the orna­ 
mental is very much in order, and will 
probably have a more and more pressing 
demand in the future.

B r o o k ly n , May 15.—At the Tabernacle 
this morning there were tho same great 
throngs of people as usual, overflowing tho 
main audience room into the corridors, and 
from tho corridors into tho street. Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, D. D., took for his text 
this morning: “Watchman, what of the 
night?”—Isaiah, xxi., 2. He said: 
When night came down on Babylon, 
Nineveh and Jerulalem they needed care­ 
ful watching, otherwise the incendiary’s 
torch might have been thrust into the very' 
heart of the metropolitan splendor; or ene­ 
mies, marching from the hills, might have 
forced the gates. All night long, on top of 
tho wall and in front of the gates, might 
be heard the measured step of the watch­ 
man on his solitary beat; silence hung in 
air, save as some passer by raised the ques­ 
tion: "Watchman, what of the night?” 
It is to me a deeply suggestive and solemn 
thing to see a man standing guard by night. 
It thrilled through me, as at the gate of an 
arsenal iii Charleston, the question once 
smote me: "Who comes there?” followed 
by the sharp com mand: “Advance and give 
the countersign.” 
Every moral teacher stands on picket, or 
patrols the wall as watchman. His work is 
to sound the aldrin; and whether it be in 
the first watch, iii the second watch, in the 
third watch, or in tho fourth watch, to be 
vigilant until the daybreak flings its "morn­ 
ing glories” of blooming cloud across the 
arching trellis of tho sky. 
The ancients divided their night into four 
parts—the first watch, from 0 to 9; the sec­ 
ond, from 9 to 12; the third, from 1 2 to 3 ; 
and tho fourth, from 3 to ti. 
I speak now of the city in the third watch, 
or from 12 to 3 o’clock. 
I never weary of lookingupon the life aud 
brilliancy of the city in the first watch. 
That is tile hour when the stores are d os­ 
ing. 
T h e L a b o r in g M en , 
having quitted the scaffolding and the shop, 
are on their way home. It rejoices me to 
give them my seat, |ij»/t h e ,city car. 
They 
have stood and hammered away all day. 
Their feet are weary. They are exhausted 
with the tug of work. 
They are mostly 
cheerful. With appetites sharpened on the 
swift turner’s wheel and the carpenter’s 
whetstone, they seek the evening meal. 
The clerks, too, have broken away from 
the counter, and with brain weary of the 
long line of figures, and tim whims of those 
who go a-shopping, seek the face of mother, 
or wife and child. 
The merchants aro unharnessing them ­ 
selves from their anxieties on their way up 
the street. Tim boys that lock up aro heav­ 
ing away at tile shutters, shoving the heavy 
holts, and taking a last look at the tire to 
see that all is safe. Tim streets are thronged 
with young men, setting out from the great 
centres of bargain-making. 
Let idlers clear the street and give right 
of way to the hesweated 
artisans 
and 
merchants! They have earned their bread, 
and are now on their way home to get it, 
The lights in full jet hang over IU,OOO 
evening repasts—the parents at either end 
of the table, the children between. Thank 
God, “whosetteth the solitary in families.” 
A few hours later and all the places of 
amusement, good and had, are iii lull tide, 
lavers of art, catalogue in hand, stroll 
through the galleries and discuss the pic­ 
tures. The liall room is resplendent with 
the rich apparel of those who, on either 
side of the white glistening boards, await 
the signal from the orchestra. 
Tim foot­ 
lights of the theatre flash up; the bell 
rings, and the curtain rises; and out from 
gorgeous scenery glide the actors, greeted 
with the vociferation of the expectant mul­ 
titudes. Concert halls are 
L ifte d In to Kin- ban t merit 
with the warble of one songstress, or swept 
out on a sea of tumultuous feeliir- by the 
blast of brazen 
instruments. 
Drawing­ 
rooms are filled with all gracefulness of ap­ 
parel, with all sweetness of sound, with all 
splendor of manner; mirrors are catching 
up and m ultiplying tho scene, until it 
seems as if in infinite corrlders there were 
garlanded groups advancing and retreating. 
The outdoor air rings with laughter, ana 
with the moving to and fro of thousands on 
the great promenades. The dashing span, 
adrip with the foam of the long country 
ride, rushes past as you halt at the curb­ 
stone. 
Mirth, revelry, beauty, fashion, m agnifi­ 
cence, mingle in the great metropolitan 
■picture, until 
the thinking man goes 
home to think more seriously, and the pray­ 
ing man to pray more earnestly. . 
A beautiful and overwhelming thing is 
the city in the first and second watches of 
the night. 
But the clock strikes 12, and tho thud 
watch has begun. 
The thunder of the city has rolled out of 
the air. The slightest sounds cut the night 
with such distinctness as to attract jour 
attention. 
The tinkling of tile bell of the 
street car in the distance and tho baying of 
the dog. Tile stamp of ahorse in the next 
street. 
The slamming of a saloon door. 
The hiccough of the drunkard. The shrieks 
of the steam whistle five miles away. Oh 
how suggestive, my friends, the third 
watch of the night! 
There are honest men passing up and 
down the street. Hero is a city missionary 
who has been carrying a scuttle of coal to 
tliat poor family in that dark place. Here 
is an undertaker going up the steps of 
building from winch comes a bitter c i t 
which indicates Blat, the destroying angel 
has smitten the first-berfl. Here is a min­ 
ister of religion who has been giving tile 
sacrament to 
A liv in g C h r istia n . 
Here is a physician passing along in greaH 
haste, the messenger a few steps ahead 
hurrying on to the household. 
Nearly all the lights have gone out in the 
dwellings, for it is the third watch of the 
night. That light in the window is the light 
of tile watcher, for tho medicines must be 
administered and the fever must be watched 
and tile restless tossing off of the coverlid 
must he resisted and the ice must be kept 
on the hot temples and the perpetual prayer 
must go up from hearts soon to be broken. 
Oh, tho third watch pf the night! What 
a stupendous thought—a whole city at rest 
Weary arm preparing for tomorrow’s toil. 
Hot brain being cooled off. Rigid muscles 
relaxed. 
Excited nerves 
soothed. 
The 
white Hair of the octogenarian in thin 
drifts across the pillow, fresh fall of flakes 
on snow already fallen. Childhood with its 
dimpled hands thrown out on the pillow, 
and with every breath toking iii a new store 
of fun and frolic. 
Third watch of the night! God’s slumber- 
less eve will look. Let one great wave of 
refreshing slumber roll over tho heart of 
the great town, 
submerging 
care 
and 
anxiety, and w orriment, and pain. 
Let the city sleep! But, my friends, be 
not deceived. There will be thousands to­ 
night who will not sleep at all. Go up that 
' dark alley, and be cautious where you tread, 
lest you fall over the prostrate form of a 
drunkard lying on his own doorstep. Look 
about, lest you feel the garroter’s hug. 
Look through the broken window-pane, 
and see what you can see. 
You say: “Nothing.” Then listen. What 
is it? “God help us!” No footlights, but 
tragedy ghastlier and mightier than 
B is to rt or K d w in B ooth 
ever enacted. No light, no fire, no bread, 
no hope. Shivering in the cold, they have 
had no food for 24 hours. 
You say: "Why don’t they beg?” They 
do, but they got nothing. 
You say: “Why don’t they deliver them­ 
selves over to the almshouse?” Ah! you 
would not ask that if you ever heard the 
bitter cry of a man or a child when told lie 
must go to the almshouse 
“Oh!” you say,"they are vicious poor, and 
therefore they do not deserve our sym ­ 
pathy.”

Be careful now what you say. 
Do not

if you value your life.

mark on the wall? It is tile mark of a mur­ 
derer’s hand! 
Look at those two eves rising up out of 
the darkness and out from the straw in tho 
corner, coming toward you, and as they 
come near you your light goes out. Strike 
another match. Ah! this is a babe, not 
liko those beautiful children presented in 
baptism. This little one never smiled; it 
never will smile. A flower flung on an 
awfully barren beach. Oil! Heavenly Shep­ 
herd, fold that little one iii thy arms. 
Wrap around yon your shawl or your coat 
tighter, for the cold wind sweeps through. 
Strike another match. Ah! is it possible 
that that young

During the daytim e these villains in our 
cities lounge about, some asleep and some 
awake, hut when the third watch of the 
night arrives, their eye keen, their brain 
cool, their arm strong, their foot fleet to fly 
or pursue, they are ready. 
Many of these poor creatures were brought 
up in that way. They were born in a 
thieves’ garret. Their childish toy was a 
burglar’s darK-’antern. The first thing they 
remember was their mother bandaging Hie 
brow of their father, struck by the police 
club. They began by robbing boy’s pockets, 
and now they nave come to dig the under­ 
ground passage to tho cellar of the bank, 
and are preparing to blast tho gold vault. 
Just so long as there are neglected chil­ 
dren of the street, just so long we will have 
these desperadoes. Some one, wishing to 
make a good Christian point and to quote a 
passage of Scripture, expecting to get a 
Scriptural passage iii answer, said to one of 
these poor lads, cast out and wretched: 
“When your father and your motlier for­ 
sake you, who then will take you up?” and 
tho boy said: 
“The periice, the perflce!” 
In the third watch of the night gambling 
does its worst work. What though the 
hours be slipping away, and though the 
wife ho waiting in the cheerless nome? 
Stir up tho fire! Bring on more drinks! 
Put up more stakes! 
That commercial 
house that only a little w'hile ago put oat a 
sigil of copartnership will this winter be 
wrecked on a gambler’* table. There will 
be many a money-till that w ill spring a 
leak. 
A member of Congress gambled with a 
member-elect and won $120,000! 
The old way of getting a living is so slow. 
The old way of getting a fortune 
Is Mw stu p id . 
Come, let us toss up and see who shall have 
it. 
And so tile work goes on, from the 
wheezing wretches pitching pennies iii a 
rum-grocery up to the millioxmaire gambler 
in the stock market. 
In the third watch of the night pass down 
the streets of these cities and you hear the 
click of the dice and tile sharp, keen stroke 
of the ball on the billiard-table. At these 
places merchant 
princes dismount, mid 
legislators, tired ot making laws, take a 
respite in breaking them. 
Ail classes of people are robbed by ibis 
crime—the importer of foreign silks and the 
dealer in Chatham-street pocket-handker­ 
chiefs. The clerks of the store take a hand 
after the shutters are put up, and the offi­ 
cers of the court while away their time 
while the jury is out. 
Iii Chestnut street, Philadelphia, whilo I 
w as living in that city, an incident occurred 
which was familiar to us there. In Chest­ 
nut street a young man went into a gam- 
bling-saloon, lost ail his property, then blew 
his brains out, and before the blood w'as 
washed from the floor by the maid the com­ 
rades were shuffling cards again. 
You see there is more mercy in the high­ 
wayman for the belated traveller on whose 
body ho heaps tho stones; there is more 
mercy in the frost for the fiow'or that jt 
kills; there Is more mercy in the hurri­ 
cane that shivers tile steamer on the Long 
Island coast, than there is mercy iii the 
heart of the gambler 
F o r M I* V ic tim . 
How many acts are there in a tragedy? I 
believe five. 
Act tho first of the tragedy—A young man 
starting off from hom e; parents and sisters 
weeping to have him go. Wagon rising 
over the hill. Farewell kiss flung hack. 
Ring the bell and let the curtain fall. 
Act the second—The marriage altar. Full 
organ. 
Bright lights. 
Loug white veil 
trailing through the aisle. 
Prayer and 
congratulation, and exclam ation of “How 
w ell she looks!” 
Act the third—A woman waiting for stag­ 
gering steps. Old garments stuck into tile 
broken window-pane. Marks of hardship 
on the face. The biting of Hie nails of 
bloodless ringers. Neglect, and cruelty, and 
despair. Ring the bell and let Hie curtain 
drop. 
Act the fourth—Threo graves in a dark 
place—grave of tho child that died for lack 
of medicine, grave of tho wife that died of a 
S 
roken heart, grave of tho man that died of 
issipation. Oh! what a blasted heath with 
three graves I 
Plenty of weeds, but np 
flowers. Ring the bell and let the curtain 
drop. 
Act tho fifth—A destroyed soul’s eternity. 
No light. No music. No hope. Anguish 
coiling its serpents around the heart. Black­ 
ness of darkness forever. But I cannot look 
any longer. Woe! woe! I close my eyes to 
this last act of the tragedy. Quick! quick! 
Ring the bell and let tile curtain drop.

Now. to the owner of a pate as bare and 
glossy as an ancient mariner, the only thing 
that we can recommend is a wig, and wre 
speak confidently from a professional stand­ 
point. But to the bald ones, the skin of 
whose heads is normal and healthy, we 
would say there is a strong hope for you. 
The writer is a philanthropist, 
"filled 
w ith 
the 
m ilk 
of 
human kindness,” 
and he fcjoices to bo able to say to 
you, 
despairing, 
hairless 
men, 
that 
kerosene 
is 
your 
remedy. 
Yes, 
the 
dark, crude kerosene will do the busi­ 
ness for you. This leads me to the relation 
of my own case as a bald-headed man and 
by what means I regained a natural cover­ 
ing for my head. 
It is usually thought 
there is no hope for a bald-headed man who 
is advanced in years. I saw with dismay 
my hair growing gradually but surely thin­ 
ner day by (lay, until the hair entirely 
failed to cover the scalp. Here was a very 
mortifying state of things: but what was 
to be done? About this time I heard of a 
former friend of mine who held a position 
in the custom house in New’ York, whose 
hair w'as entirely restored, after being bad­ 
ly bald for some time, by the frequent use 
of kerosene. My friend was far from being 
a young man, which inspired hope in my 
own case, so I determined to try its virtue; 
hopeful indeed, but not over-confident. I 
commenced the use of kerosene at once, 
rubbing it on well two or three times a 
week with a soft piece of flannel. In about

Terrible tilings are to happen to this sub* 
lunary sphere within a decade, according 
to Rev. M. Baxter, wrho has been lecturing 
for the past tw’o Sundays in Horticultural 
Hall. 
Yesterday the highly colored canvases on 
rollers, hanging in front of the hall and 
spread across the fruiterer’s store adjoin­ 
ing, attracted great crowds, which wrero 
frequently moved on by the police. 
The “paintings” displayed are mere daubs, 
but of a most sensational character,and men, 
women and children stood gazing in a dazed 
condition at tho horrible scenes depicted by 
the rude colorist, Inspired, of course, by the 
prophet from Now York, who is proclaim­ 
ing the early destruction of tho world and 
the translation of the saints. 
Two of those gaudy paintings adorned the 
porticos in the morning, but in the evening 
oilier horrors were added, and ’neath tho 
glare of the electric light looked ghastly in 
the extreme. One picture represents "Tho 
woe of 200,000,000 fire-breathing demon 1 
horsemen slaying the third part of man­ 
kind, dining 13 months, about 1898-9.” 
This is very much like a_Comanche charge. 
The leading horseman sits astride a fierce- 
looking animal, breathing out fire and 
smoke, as his rider, w ith bare legs and 
arms, thickly strewn with bristling hair, 
urges him to the frav. 
Another picture represents "The Napo­ 
leonic Anti-Christ’s personation of Chris­ 
tian* for three and one-half years, about 
1897 to 1900.” This shows the beheading 
by the guillotine of those who will not wor­ 
ship the image of Napoleon or receive his 
mark of “ OOO” in their foreheads or right 
hands. Tile bronze statue stands on tho 
left inscribed “Napqlonte.” On the right is 
a guillotine dripping with the blood of its 
victims. The bloody knife is ready to fall 
on the neck of a head thrust through tho 
aperture, while the executioner reeking 
with human gore stands close by. Tho 
crowd beneath is rushing un to a bishop 
who is painting their foreheads and right 
hands with the mystic “oho” to 
S a v e T h e m f r o m D e s tr u c tio n . 
The other pictures represent the th ird and 
fourth seals. Tile former is typified by tho 
"Black Horse of Famine for 18 months 
from July, 1897, to January, 1899.” This 
shows a starved human being, w itll pinched 
face and hollow eyes, riding a black horse 
snorting furious 
flames. 
Tim 
rider is 
clutching with one hand the anim al’s mane 
and with the other holding a balance. Seal 
4 is represented by tile "Pale Horse of Pes­ 
tilence slaying throughout one-fourth of tho 
earth about 1898-9. 
This pest horso is 
ridden by a grinning skeleton partly cov­ 
ered with a flowing green robe. The horso 
and its rider tire spouting pestilence and 
vivid lightnings make the sky lurid. 
Scores of people during the day stood 
riveted to the spot, with strained eyes fixed 
on the deeds ofblood to be performed by the 
future Napoleonic anti-Christ, the demon 
breathing horseman, and the frightful seals 
of famine and pestilence; then they slowly 
walked upstairs to sec the show inside. 
There were three services yesterday, all 
oi which were crowded. Prayer, singing, 
reading of the Scriptures, mostly Revela­ 
tions, and talks on tao prophecies made up 
the proceedings. 
It was a dull affair, though. People evi- 
dimly ( ame out of curiosity, and soon got 
tired of the monotone from the platform. 
Hundreds came and went (luring the ser­ 
vices, but their places were quickly filled by 
others, who, iii their turn, loft after a few 
moments. 
'l’lio lecturer was not disconcerted. 
Ho 
talked with remarkable volubility. He has 
a melancholy appearance, as if the study of 
the prophecies was wearing upon him. He 
w'alks lame, with his head bowed to the 
ground, as if apprehensive of some sudden 
catastrophe, in speaking, his voice sounds 
thin and raspy, and he has no gifts of ora­ 
tory. But his rapid utterance of horrors 
prophetic has a weird fascination about it, 
until the coming of the New Jen Hem, 
ami the ascension of living saints, albe! as­ 
sociated with the destruction of this beauti­ 
ful earth, soon become agreeable subjects, 
“The great crisis is at hand,” said the 
speaker: "this is Hie Saturday evening ol 
the old dispensation; Christ is coming tq 
judge the quick and the dead. We are rap. 
idly approaching the downfall of the kingi 
doms of tins w orld. Tho millennium is upol! 
us, and vet people don’t believe it. We ate 
on the verge of great events, and it is high 
time that people woke out of their sleep, 
But as it was in the days of Noah, so it ll 
now: with the second coming of the Son oj 
Man, the world ridicules and laughs at the 
prophet w'ho foretells tho danger. 
The 
crisis w ill come betw een the years 1«97 and 
1901. Great changes will herald this crisis. 
There w ill be revolutions and tribulations 
over the whole earth. Even on tho thresh* 
old of the crisis we see startling signs of the 
tim es.” 
Here the lecturer pointed out on the 
painted canvases covering the walls, Hie 
prominent incidents of the second coming.

In illustrating his prophecies the Speake!

He was found w ith the prem ier, Sir John 
A. Macdonald, in the m inister’s luxurious 
drawing-room , where these two great m en 
were found in easy chairs and evening 
dress. 
Sir John Macdonald said he did not care 
to speak, being som ew hat fatigued, but th at 
Mr. Foster, who was regarded by the cabi­ 
net as authority on the subject of recipro­ 
city, would n o doubt favor T h e G l o b e 
with his views. 
T hat gentlem an, being asked w hat he 
thought the public sentim ent of Canada to 
be regarding reciprocity w ith the U nited 
States, said : 
The public sentim ent of Canada from 
1845 to 
the 
present 
tim e 
has 
been 
uniformly 
in 
favor 
of 
reciprocity. 
in 1847 Canada passed a reciprocity act, rn 
the belief th at tho Am erican Congress 
would enact an equivalent, and th at reci­ 
procity would th u s be secured. Iii 1852 and

G reat B ritain

in 
w hat 
cam e 
to 
be 
the 
reciprocity

In 
1885 [Canada clearly expressed the 
sam e wish. Since th at tim e we have over 
and over again intim ated our willingness 
to m eet th e U nited States on any fair 
grounds of reciprocal arrangem ent.

for reciprocal 
trade 
w ith her powerful 
neighbors to the south.”

‘‘How about the present proposal for reci­ 
procity or com m ercial union?” 
"It is easy to observe th at m ost of tho 
negotiations m entioned proceeded on a line 
of interchange of raw products.

the present agitation for am ended com­ 
m ercial relations is conducted, em braces 
a1! products. Therq are great difficulties iii 
the way of adopting this m easure. 
The 
United States have high protection, and 
there is no indication th at they intend 
to lower it m aterially. 
The U nited States 
will enter into a free interchange only on 
condition th at Canada assim ilates lier tariff 
to the American tariff. T hat m eans a very 
large increase in our present tariff, to which, 
of course, free trailers would object, and 
winch w ould not be palatable to m oderate 
protectionists. This high tariff wall m ust 
be raised against all outside trade, and that 
m eans th a t Groat B ritain shall he m et w ith 
alm ost prohibitory duties, w hile Canadian 
m arkets w ill be throw n open free to tho 
commerce of the United States. M anifestly 
such a tariff on the part of Canada is the only 
condition of com m ercial union, for if Canada 
allowed G reat B ritain to enter her produc­ 
tions free, th a t would be the breaking 
down of the whole tariff of the UnitedStates, 
by m aking the Canadian seaboard a vast 
free port of e n tij. 
But a greater diffi- 
culty is tho necessity of revenue for Canada. 
We need 835,000,000annually, two-thirds 
of which comes 
from 
custom 
duties. 
Open our m arkets to tho United States, and 
the large proportion of goods which now 
pay those duties would come from the 
U nited States contributing nothing.” 
l t e r i i i r o c i t y W o u l d M e a n A n n e x a t i o n . 
“B ut,” added the m inister, “throw ing 
ourselves into the current of U nited States 
trade and shutting ourselves against Groat 
Britain, would only tend to draw us further 
aw ay from our first political affiliations and 
m ake it impossible to avoid absorption into 
tho U nited States. This, it seems to me, 
would bo a calam ity to Canada, as well as 
to this continent; for our clim ate, our po­ 
litical institutions, are sufficient to w arrant 
better developm ent on th eir own indepen­ 
dent lines than if all these should be sunk 
and assim ilated to those of the United 
nates.”

L A N S D O W N E ^ T E N A N T R Y . 


How They Suffered Ilurini; the threat 
Famine—Ann of Kenmare's Story. 


N e w Y o r k , May 14.—Sister Mary Frances 
Claro, better know n as the Nun of Kenm are, 
speaking of Lord Lansdowne and Editor 
O’Brien’s mission in Canada, said of the 
f cir rn or: 
“lxird Lansdow ne^ hereditary 
estates 
comprise most of the county of Kerry. His 
tenantry num ber over 05,000 people. The 
estate Is under the m anagem ent of Towns­ 
end Trench. 
“ WJien G ladstone's bill for the protection 
of the Irish tenantry was passed in 1870, the 
landlords evaded its provisions by r< quiring 
th eir tenants to sign an agreem ent not to 
take advantage of th e provisions of tho bill I 
hofore the land would be leased to them , j 
This fact cam e out by the evidence of Lord 
C irk’s land agent, Leahy, in a trial at Cork 
about a lease. 
Then Lord Lansdowne, 
through his agent, T rend), did as all the 
other landlords did at this tim e iii this 
m atter. 
"In 1879 came Hie great famine. 
People 
absolutely starved to death. The crops were 
an entire failure throughout all Ireland. 
E ven the farm ers w ith the large farm s 
were obliged to ask for aid. 
The suffering 
was intense and very general. 
It was at 
this tim e flint the title by which I am 
know n—the Nun of K enm are—was given to 
me. There passed through my hands for 
distribution to the suffering anti starving 
over $75,000 th at came from Am erica alone. 
To this fund John W anam aker of Pnila- 
delphia, tile late John Kelly and General 
Sherm an’s wife contributed largely, though 
m ost of it cam e from Cardinal McCloskey 
and tho various American bishops. 
This 
money I distributed, not tlirough Kerry 
county alone, hut throughout all Ireland. 
"D uring all tins tim e Trench, Lord Luns- 
downo’s agent, was pressing the people for 
th eir rent. The heavy encum brances m ust 
he removed. Trench boldly declared in the 
street at K enm are one day th a t he had 
m ade £10.000 for D ud I^msdowne th at day. 
’How so?’ 
was asked, for the assertion 
seemed foolish in those starving tim es. ‘By 
raising the rents all around,’ he replied. If 
the tenants were not able to pay the rent, 
then cam e eviction. This was possible be­ 
cause of the custom known in Ireland as 
‘hanging gale’—th at is, every tenant owes 
to the landlord a Aotitious half-year’s rent. 
No m atter if the rent is in reality paid up in 
full, there is always hanging over the head 
of the luckless tenant this Actitious debt, 
and upon th a t cause he m ay be evicted at 
any tim e. 
A little later the governm ent, by act of 
Parliam ent, 
voted an 
appropriation 
of 
money from th e church fund for relief of 
th e tenantry of Ireland. 
By paying this 
money to the people 
as pay for w ork­ 
ing th eir own land, it was thought th at the 
w ant would be relieved w ithout encour­ 
aging pauperism . 
Of this m oney Lans­ 
downe obtained about $25,000 or 830,000. 
for which he was to pay ail interest of 
3 per cent. 
He was kind enough to re­ 
quire 5 per cent, from the tenants for the 
use of it. 
“Now, Lansdowne is not one of the worst 
of the landlords. He is sim ply a pretty fair 
type. I like him , personally, very m uch. 
Ile is a very polite man, and a wonderful 
diplom at. B ut lie is dreadfully afraid of 
public opinion, and th at is w here O’B rien’s 
proposed attack upon his landlord record is 
bound to h u rt him in Canada.” 


T H E F R E N C H C R O W N JE W E L S . 


Their Na Ie at P arts-Their Rem ark­ 
able History. 


The French crown jewels, the sale of 
which has just been begun, attracted an im ­ 
mense crowd. Thiry-Ave hundred persons 
viewed th e collection on the Arst public 
day, and 2500 only when ticket-holders 
were 
adm itted. 
Jew ellers 
and intend­ 
ing buyers were allowed to see the gems in 
th e m orning, and the general public was 
adm itted on Tuesdays, Thursdays, Satur­ 
days and Sundays. 
The jewels wore kept in the sam e safe 
in which they were shown during the last 
exhibition, tho key being retained by a 
high official of the nuance m inistry. 
They 
were carefully guarded by pc Beemen in 
the Sal des S tats in Hie Pavilion de Flore, 
and lowered at night into a strong subter­ 
ranean cham ber of m asonry. W ater was 
specially laid oil in case of Are, and an elec­ 
tric bell was ready to sum m on am ple aid iii 
case of need. The display was rath er disap­ 
pointing to th e casual observer, as the 
jewels clo not show their true value. 
These crown jewels have been described 
often enough, aud they are known to have 
passed through m any dangers, but t Ii cir 
history has not been carried up to date, and 
as a w riter in the Debats now tells w hat 
happened to them during their last days of 
peril, w hen one large town after another 
was being threatened by the Germans. 
They had been stolen during the Arst 
revolution, though afterw ards recovered, 
aud some of them disappeared during the 
revolution of 1848. 
In 1870, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the invaders, 
they were sent to Brest, and put on board a 
vessel in tile harbor. 
The vessel was, how­ 
ever, ordered to sail to the Antilles, and the 
crown jewels had a narrow escape from 
going there too. There was still tim e to re­ 
move them , and they were sent, inclosed iii 
a common wooden packing-case, to the 
arsenal at Brest und there cast into a lum ber 
room, am id old ropes, dam aged pulleys and 
m urine stores of various kinds. 
It was 
thought th a t am ong such surroundings they 
would not attract attention. 
M eanwhile, 
they were carefully w atched, and in due 
tim e sent back, still in their wooden case, 
to Paris. 
Iii preparing the crown jewels for sale, 
the insignia of the various orders have 
been broken up, w ith a view to the stones, 
which could not iii decency have been sold 
in their historic settings. 
The O rder of Hie 
Garter, for instance, should not have been 
sold at auction, nor could the Order of St. 
Anne of Russia, the Black E agle of Prussia, 
and St. Stephen of H ungary, and m any 
others w hich, apparently, from hatred of 
royal baubles quite as m uch as for want 
of coin, are to be turned into ready money.

There issom ethingexquisitely fascinating 
iii having your photograph taken by an op­ 
erator who, to secure a "pleasing expres­ 
sion of countenance,” opportunely relates 
sc’Svps of his strange life and adventures. 
To1 his lady sitters lie will casually refer 
to the products of the m illiner and modiste, 
when "Lulu hats,” L ulu saeks,” gloves, 
shoes, etc., were the fashionable craze. 
The m en he will tak e into his conAdonce in 
the “dark room,” and in Hie “ruby light” 
develop his negative and his story. 
He has had a queer life,the recital of which 
would All a book. Y et it is not strange th a t 
after the terriAc strain upon his physical 
forces, and the resistless inroads a stiff 
lieazd m ade upon his fem ale complexion, 
th at he was com pelled to vacate his dis­ 
guise and pursue a profession for which he 
is naturally gifted. 
He does not know' who his parents were. 
At the age of ti he was adopted by G. A. 
Farini. a celebrated gym nast and caterer to 
the public in the am usem ent line. E l Nino 
Farini, as the liny was called, appeared 
nightly with his father upon the dying 
trapeze a t the Crem orne Gardens, London, 
Eng. The boy was of exceeding fail com­ 
plexion, and possessed silken, curly hair 
which grew to ii is waist. He was slight in 
Stature, and these external attributes com­ 
bined to stam p him w ith the appearance of 
effeminacy. 
At the age of I o his foster father saw th at 
in a certain line of sensational gym nastics 
he could use the boy to greater advantage 
by having him assum e the character of a 
girl. Two y e a rs'>Wi‘re passed in France, 
m aking the transform ation as com plete os 
possible. At the end of this tim e Farini re­ 
appeared to tile public, and w ith him was a 
lovely young girl, charm ing iii m anner, 
graceful in motion and of daring nerve in 
the perform ance of a thrilling gym nastic 
feat. She was called “Lulu.” and styled in 
the conspicuous advertisem ents. "Queen of 
the Air. 
H er startling aet was to be hurled 
from a catapult and landed upon a far-away 
trapeze un near the roof. Lulu was liable 
to be hurled beyond her destination or fall 
short of it through failure of th e propelling 
power. She mot w ith a num ber of serious 
accidents by being shot against the roof 
and again tailing into Hie orchestra, but 
happily escaped death. 
Ream s of poetry were w ritten and dedi­ 
cated to "Lulu.” Punch, tho great illus­ 
trated paper of London, presented her in 
cartoons and verse. H undreds of adm irers 
sat nightly in the theatre im patiently aw ait­ 
ing the appearance of “L ulu.” 
Among 
others who Became consum ed w ith love, 
and 
considered Ufo as naught w ithout 
“L ulu” 
constantly 
near, was a 
Ger­ 
m an noblem an, who made a form al propo­ 
sition to Papa Farini for his lovely daugh­ 
ter’s hand in m arriage. 
At length rum or stole abroad th a t "L ulu” 
was only an im itation of th at which she 
seemed. This started a Aerce newspaper 
controversy, 
iii which 
m en skilled 
in 
anatom ical science took part on either side. 
L arger audiences than ever closely scrutin­ 
ized everv look and m ovem ent of the gym ­ 
nast to discover some aet th at would bo­ 
n a v the m asculine sex disguised in the 
vestm ents of fem ininity, but none ever ap­ 
peared. For eight years “L ulu” was in the 
public notice to all appearances a lithe and 
handsom e girl. 
His scrap-book contains 
hundreds upon hundreds of newspaper 
notices printed in Russian, Germ an, French 
and Italian dialect, clipped from publica­ 
tions in those countries w here "L ulu” ex­ 
hibited during those years. 
“L ulu’s” pri­ 
vate life was passed as an excessively 
m odest m aiden, who shunned the society of 
fem ale companions, and devoted all lier 
snare m om ents to reading books, the prac­ 
tice of painting, music and the study of the 
languages. 
H er last perform ances as “Queen of the 
Air” were given at Niblo’s Garden, New 
York city, in 1878. It was in New York 
th a t “L ulu” scored her greatest success as 
a woman. She was showered w ith dow­ 
e rs; bouquets with dainty notes describing 
the aching hearts of the donors. Reckless 
youths sent diam onds and baskets of wine 
which Papa F arini always accepted In be­ 
half of las daughter. To all requests for 
an introduction to his (laughter Papa Farini 
turned a deaf ear. 
The disguise rem ained 
com plete until 
the close of the engagem ent, when the 
F erm is settled in a sm all Canadian town, 
and “L ulu’’ resum ed m ale attire. 
After 
lapsing into the serenity of dom estic life, 
“Lulu (for the nam e still clings to him) 
becam e an enthusiast in the study of pho­ 
tography. In 1884 “L ulu,” w ith a party. 
m ade a tour lo South Africa. The object of 
tho trip was to reach Lake N ’gansl, and in ­ 
duce some of the dwarf earthm en to visit 
Europe for Hie purpose of exhibition. 
“L ulu,” w ith bis cam era, was constantly 
on the lookout for photographic views. 
The party passed through long stretches of 
wilderness, uninhabited except by wild 
beasts, over plains covered w ith tall, suc­ 
culent grass, and then a 
long journey 
through a vast sand district, disheartening 
to m an and beast. T heir fainting powers 
found no relief from tho blowing winds 
whose hot tides scorched and withered. 
The taw ny lion sprang Into their cam p at 
n ig h t; I btu i i cetin springbok led them far 
astray iii the excitem ent of the chase; the 
poison serpent and the hairy spider made 
even tho hours of sleep dungeroils. But 
Lulu cam e safely through all these dangers, 
and brought back hundreds of negatives 
taken during this tour of exploration. 
Through 
L ulu” has been 
secured n 
view of tile house where Livingstone m et 
and loved Mary Moffat. “L ulu” returned 
to England.where latent im ages th at Afric’s 
sun had printed upon the negatives were 
developed, and they appear now as a m es­ 
sage to us from the dark continent. “L ulu,” 
or F arini.as Im now calls him self, is m arried, 
and has a daughter about IO years old. 
He settled in Bridgeport upon the advice 
of Mr. Sam uel 8. Sanford, a prom inent citi­ 
zen, and a gentlem an of wide acquaintance 
in the m usical world. Mr. Sanford and 
F arini have been wa n u friends for m any 
years.

THE DEATH RECORD. 


General A. F. Steven! of New Ham pshire 
—Notable Men and Women Who Have 
Passed Away During the W eek. 
General Aaron F letih er Stevens, one of 
the m ost noted and highly esteem ed public 
m en of southern New H am pshire, died at 
N ashua, in th a t State, on H*e lo th inst. 
G eneral Stevens was born August 9, 1819. 
He was trained to the law and served in the 
leg islatu re for several term s and in Con­ 
gress during the war. He was m ajor of the 
First 
New 
Ham pshire V olunteers 
and 
served until the tim e expired, when he 
returned, and again w ent out as Colonel of 
tho T hirteenth Now Ham pshire. In the 
assault on F ort Harrison, w here he com ­ 
m anded a brigade.he w as severely wounded. 
He was brevetted brigadier-general for dis­ 
tinguished conduct in the Acid. 
R. II, Eddy, a well-known solicitor pf 
patents, died suddenly on Friday last iii 
Boston. 
He began business life as a civil 
engineer, one of his earliest labors being 
the laying out of E ast Boston. Finding it 
necessary to in v ert certain instrum ents to 
aid in his work, lie becam e Arst a patentee 
aud then a professional solicitor of patents 
for others. It is believed th at he was the 
Arst to engage in this practice in the U nited 
States. Mr. Eddy was 75 years of age. 
He leaves a widow. 
The late Rev. J. B. M cFcrrin of the South­ 
ern M ethodist Church, who recently died at 
Nashville. Ten ii. v had preached since 1825. 
He had been a m issiona’y to the Cherokee 
Indians, had presided for a period over the 
publishing house of his church, which is the 
largest publishing concern in the South, 
and was for 18 years the editor of tho 
church paper, tho N ashville C hristian Ad­ 
vocate. 
Mrs. Sarah Elizabeth McClelland, widow 
of Robert McClelland, governor of M ichigan 
iii 1851 and secretary et the interior in 
P resident Pierce’s cabinet, died in D etroit 
on the 13th inst, iii her 73d year. 
Rev. Tim othy C, Pitkin, an em inent Epis­ 
copalian divine, died in Detroit, Mich., on 
the 
15th. 
He was bom 
on Dec. 12, 
1816, at Farm ington, Conn.; graduated at 
Yale iii 1836; took Episcopal orders, and 
had charges successively at Louisville, K v .; 
Rochester, N. Y .; New Haven, C onn.; Al­ 
bany and Buffalo, N. Y., and Detroit. He 
cam e of a distinguished Connecticut fam ily. 
Jean Baptiste Joseph Dieudonne Bous- 
singault, a learned chem ist and scientific 
agriculturist, and m em ber of the French 
Institute, is dead. Ho was 85 years old. 
After graduating at the School of Mines at 
St. Etienne, he was engaged by an English 
company to go to South America and redis­ 
cover certain ancient mines, and to get 
them into working order. 
He proAted by 
this enterprise jby collecting a num ber of 
observations of tropical phenom ena. His 
accounts attracted the attention of H um ­ 
boldt, who subsequently set out to explore 
the new world. A fter the Spanish colonial 
insurrection lie becam e an attache of Gen­ 
eral Bolivar, and explored Bolivia and Ven­ 
ezuela. After his return to France he was 
appointed professor of chem istry at Lyons, 
In 1839 he was called to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris, and obtained a chair of 
agriculture at the Conservatoire des A rts et 
Metiers. After a short political episode he 
returned to his favorite study of agricul­ 
tural chem istry, which owes m uch to his 
discoveries. 
Justice W illiam B. Woods, who died at 
W ashington recently, was appointed from 
Georgia by President Hayes, his com m is­ 
sion w aring date Dec. 21,1880. 
Rabbi A braham Joseph Ash, one of the 
earliest settlers of Polish Jew s in this 
country, and one of the m ost prom inent in 
Am erican-Jewish history, died Monday at 
his residence, New York city, aged 66 yenrs. 
Ho was born In Senjatisch, Poland, and 
cam e to this country 36 years ago. 
Brevet Major-General H enry F. Clarke, 
U nited States Army, retired, died a t his 
residence in W ashington, on May 14, in 
the sixty-seventh year of his age.

TOWNSEND’S LETTER. 


The First Globe with a 
Power in the Land. 


Minnesota Politics as Viewed by a Min­ 
neapolis Journalist. 


Connecticut Discussed by a Successful 


Newspaper Man. 


N ew Y o rk , May 12.—The banquet to tho 
proprietor on the occasion of opening The 
D o sto n G lo b e building had at least one 
happy result in bringing together persons 
connected with the press who had not been 
in the habit of seeing each other more than 
once in several years. As I wont over in 
the special car from New York and re­ 
turned by it, my opportunities for talking 
as much as 12 hours with several of the 
guests were improved. 
Mr. Baker of the 
Minneapolis Tribune, a New York man 
who attended Harvard College, related the 
story of the press in the far Northwest to me. 
His father is the publisher of the Minneap­ 
olis Globe, a name which revives newspaper 
associations of long standing. This name 
was chosen for General Jackson’s cele­ 
brated political organ at Washington, after 
Jackson had resolved to have his own press 
and writers and a system of correspondence 
in tho handling of the Democratic political 
papers of his time. Francis P. Blair had 
li.stmguished himself in Kentucky, which 
State Ii ad been so long in the hands of 
Henry 
Clay, 
the 
principal 
rival 
of 
Jackson 
for 
the 
presidency. 
There 
have been both competition and antagon­ 
ism between Kentucky and Tennessee since 
tile period of their formation. They lie side 
by side like one brick upon another, and yet 
have quite different social and colonial 
iii ins. 
Tennessee represents the Caro­ 
linas, while Kentucky was an emanation 
from Virginia. Kentucky came into the 
Union first, hut was soon followed by Ten­ 
nessee, and the two States were of some­ 
what different productions and resources. 
Kentucky engaged in the growth of hemp, 
tobacco, live stock aud distilled liquors. 
Tennessee was a source of 
population 
rather 
than 
a 
result 
of 
emigration. 
ll threw off a number of 
States to 
the west. and south of it, and became knowu 
is “th© motlier of States.” Kentucky was 
for a good while a homogeneous State, com­ 
prising, besides the Virginia population, 
certain affiliated populations w h ich had 
gone from .Maryland and western Pennsyl­ 
vania. After the whiskey insurrection of 
1704 many of the discontented spirits sought 
refuge in Kentucky, which was also the 
paradise of Virginia officeholders and mili­ 
tary adventurers. As Kentucky developed 
a population 
lie r O ff-Shoots W en t to In h a b it 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and even Iowa. The 
Tennesseans settled Missouri, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Alabama. 
As, 
soon as these new frontier Statue were large 
enough to differ from their Eastern promo­ 
ters they took upon themselves ambition 
and .separate careers. 
Henry Clay soon 
mastered 
Kentucky, and 
lie 
belonged 
to 
the 
anti-Federalist 
Party 
which 
was 
then 
called 
the 
Jeffersonian 
Republican party, or the Democratic Re- 
piihlican party. But Kentucky assumed a 
certain guardianship over the States north 
af the Ohio, and soon began to feel a like 
interest with them in internal improve­ 
ments and manufactures. This led to an 
animate conjunction between the North­ 
ern, or John Quincy Adams Republicans, 
and the Henry Clay Republicans. 
The 
name of National Republican was substi­ 
tuted for that of Democratic Republican, 
and Mr. Clay became the prospective presi­ 
dent of the United States. Iii the mean­ 
time General Jackson, by his military ex­ 
ploits. tilled a large share of tile public 
favor, and he felt that while the politicians 
and press were against him the majority of 
the electors were iii his favor. Hence re- 
united the contest for President in 1824 
which was thrown into Congress, and both 
Jackson and Chiv were put aside for Mr. 
Adams, who had been in his youth a Fed­ 
eralist. hut had. during tho second war 
with England, made his affiliation with the 
Jefferson ions rather than the Madisonian*. 
W ry much the same feeling was stirred 
un following that election which has been 
observed iii our time concerning the dis­ 
puted count between Hayes and Tilden. 
Though Hayes re, eivcd the presidency there 
were grumbling aud indignation on the part 
pf tho Democrats who claimed that tho 
advantage was unfair and in spite of tho 
public desire. So Jackson arid his friends 
raised the cry of bribery and corruption be­ 
tween John Quincy Adams anc! Henry 
Dlay. It was resolved not to submit any 
more to combinations such as had made 
Mr. Clay the secretary of state and Mr, 
Adams the president, Tho convention sys­ 
tem wa- introduced, and Jackson undertook 
to revolutionize the State of Kentucky, 
where he had a good many followers 
naturally arising from Mr. Clay’s promi­ 
nence aud his acceptance of tho suffrages of 
many of tho old Federalists. 
But on the 
e ther hand a section of tho Federalists sus­ 
tained Jackson because they 
U iiltkcU tile Mon of .John A dam s. 
Among these were the sons of Alexander 
Hamilton. The feud which had originated 
in tho Federal party in 1799 between Ham­ 
ilton and Adams thus bore fruit as late as 
1828, an interval of 30 years. In short, the 
Democratic-Republican party of that, period 
planted itself very nearly upon tho ground 
at' the old Federalists, rejecting their name 
lull adopting their principles. 
This has 
j been well shown in Henry Adams’ life of 
Albert Gallatin. A long possession of the 
government had compelled 
the 
Jeffer­ 
son 
and 
Madison 
and 
Monroe 
men 
to 
abandon the 
merely popular char­ 
acter 
of 
their 
party 
and 
to 
rally 
more upon tho organic nature of the gov­ 
ernment as the most effective political in­ 
strumentality. General Jackson concealed 
Ills rage at having been beaten in 1824 by 
the Republican leaders in Congress, until 
he was inaugurated, when he began to an­ 
nounce that there must ho a sweeping re­ 
form. This was soon understood to mean 
that tho old officeholders under Jefferson, 
Madison and Monroe and John Quincy Ad­ 
ams 
must 
all 
go 
out 
of office. 
At 
tho 
saino 
time, 
or 
nearly 
at 
that 
time, 
tho 
new 
administration 
began 
its quarrel with Calhoun, the vice presi­ 
dent who had absorbed most of that sup­ 
port which had not rallied under the ban­ 
ner of Clay and Adams. Not trusting; the 
Democratic printing house of that time, 
Jackson sent to Kentucky for one of Mr. 
Clay's opponents to edit the Globe newspa­ 
per. The Globe remained the standard and 
arbitrary organ of Jackson and Van Buren 
for a term of years, or until the election of 
Mr. Polk in 1844. At that time the Cal­ 
houn element had become so formidable 
in 
the 
new 
Democratic 
party 
that 
It was bound to banish Blair for having 
criticised Mr. Calhoun and thrown con­ 
tempt upon him. So the Globe was set 
aside, or would have been but for the fact 
that at the venerable Jackson’s advice its 
proprietors sold it out to Mr. Ritchie of Vir­ 
ginia, In course of time under the same 
name was published the 
non-partisan 
official debates of Congress by Mr. Blair s 
former partner, Rives. This Globe was sup- 
i[anted by the government printing office 
tor General Grant came into power. 
No O ther N ew spaper of th e Sam e Nam e 
has ever reached the importance in this 
country of the present B oston G lobe. 
To return to Mr. Baker, aforesaid, he ex­ 
plained to me that his father was an Ohio 
printer, raised on a farm, who established 
the Wheeling Register in West Virginia, 
and published it for a number of years, or 
until he saw that Wheeling was no great 
place for newspaper enterprise. The State, 
besides, 
was 
rapidly losing its Demo­ 
cratic majority through the incursion of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio minors and manu­ 
facturers. So a few years past the senior 
Baker went up to St. Paul, where the 
Pioneer-Press had long been the prosperous 
journal. There finding a wealthy man who 
desired to see another paper founded. Mr. 
Baker issued the Globe, probably taking 
the name from T h e B o sto n G l o b e , which 
had already made its mark upon the jour­ 
nalism of the day. 
Like The B oston 
G lobe, this new paper has built and occu­ 
pied an extensive new block, and has 
Assumed an importance in the Northwest 
recognized in all newsaper circles. The 
junior Baker is on the staff of this journal, 
has had foreign travel, and has looked 
about him considerably. 
He tells mo 
that 
both 
the 
cities 
of 
St, 
Paul 
and Minneapolis are now under Dem­ 
ocratic 
government, 
while 
the 
State 
government of Minnesota jias remained in 
the hands of the Republicans by a very 
scant majority. 
Nevertheless Mr. Baker 
thinks that the State is sound for the 
Republican ticket in 1888. The Scandi- 
nevians iii general adhere to that party, and 
the new city of Minneapolis is very largely 
settled by New Englanders and backed by 
'jiiston aud New England capital. 
The 
rf . airy between these cities has had some- 
fiing to do with the apparent political 
I bange. There is a large Irish population in 
Tit. Paul, as in Boston, and this has aidant to 
turn the municipal scale. The farmers of 
Minnesota have 
been 
educated 
partly 
by 
the 
Republican 
newspapers at St. 
Paul 
to 
believe 
that 
their 
interest 
I es in free trade. Nevertheless. Mr. Baker 
gays that Blaine is the favorite of the Re­ 
publicans of Minnesota, and he thinks it 
most nrobaHi« that, he will receive the 


nomination. The senator-elect from Minne­ 
sota, Mr. Davis, a prominent lawyer of St. 
Paul, is an ardent admirer of Blaine, Mr. 
Windom, who was 
In G arfield’# C abinet 
at the head of the treasury, has lost his in­ 
fluence in Minnesota through his absentee­ 
ism, and his want of a popular manner to 
take hold of men and affairs and show him­ 
self at the public gatherings. 
His ad 
vocacy 
of 
tho 
Republican 
ticket 
in 
the 
late 
campaign 
was injurious 
rather than helpful to his party side, 
and in his own district where ne made a 
special effort a large Republican majority 
was reversed. Personal factions in tho Re­ 
publican party of that State had a good 
deal to do with upsetting the large majority 
there. 
Mr. Baker thinks that Minnesota 
will be for Cleveland, at the next nomi­ 
nating convention, though there is no par­ 
ticular warmth of personal feeling on that 
subject. 
He says that Minneapolis has 
passed St. Paul in population, and that 
this is largely due to the New England 
.blood in the new city, which, familiar with 
the town meeting system, rallies to the 
support of the enterprises of Minneapolis 
almost like one man. If they have a hotel 
which cost too much money and cannot 
earn anything the Minneapolis merchants 
put their hands in their pockets and pay the 
deficit. Meantime St. Paul has received ac­ 
cessions from Kentucky and some of the 
old conservative districts of the country 
whero 
the 
habit 
has 
not been 
ac­ 
quired 
of 
doing 
largo and 
im­ 
posing 
tilings 
regardless 
of 
past 
political differences. The latter is tho ease 
in Minneapolis, where tho first question 
asked is: 
Can we get this improvement? 
We must have it.” Tho great rising inter­ 
ests of that part of the country aro the rail­ 
roads and the iron mines. The St. Paul & 
Manitoba railroad has become a powerful 
factor in the Northwest^ and is extending 
its branches iii every direction, aiming at 
nothing less than building a grand new 
railroad between the British boundary and 
the Northern Pacific road, to connect Die 
settlements oil Lake Superior with Helena 
and Montana. Dakota threatens to become 
A n oth er K an sas In K npiil N ettling, 
and tho development of large towns, and 
of a highly fermented public spirit. Mr. 
Baker thinks that it ought to be admitted 
to the Union without regard to party issues, 
on the ground that it has far more popula­ 
tion than is required, and that this popula­ 
tion is of a highly energized sort which can 
be made more useful under a State govern­ 
ment than in the impatience and more or 
less conscious restraint and disadvantage of 
a congressional territory. 
A portion of 
Dakota, is as good as the best portion of 
Minnesota. 
Ignatius Donnelly of Minnesota, who 
was for a long time a sort of stormy petrel 
in politics, advocating the Granger ticket 
and helping the Democrats, has now be­ 
come the Republican leader in the State 
Legislature. 
I had some talk with a Philadelphia rep­ 
resentative on the train about Mr. Pa’neu, 
the Irish leader in Parliament.

Its editor took offence 
at Mr. Blaine’s nomination, the paper as 
well as the Connecticut delegation having 
undertaken to renominate Mr. Arthur. Mr. 
Baldwin says that when the Connecticut 
delegation came back it was very much 
discouraged as its organs in tho Stale 
had worked up 
considerable 
feeling 
against 
Blaino 
in tho 
desire to boat 
bim. When tin? Waterbury American came 
lout against Blame the most intense feeling 
wa* aroused. Mr. Baldwin says that great 
numbers of individuals refused to speak to 
hun, that advertisements were withdrawn 
from his paper in great numbers, and ’hat 
in a single day he lost as many as 400 sub­ 
scribers. He made this up by a new can­ 
vass of his district, and continued to oppose 
Blaine so that Waterbury was carried for 
Cleveland by a small majority. I inquired 
whether Senator Hawley was popular with 
his 
party 
in 
Connecticut, 
and 
was 
told 
that he was not popular, though 
he 
maintained 
his 
power 
in legisla­ 
tive 
organization. 
One 
cause 
of 
his want of growth in the State was in not 
keeping his newspaper up to a standard of 
enterprise corresponding to the demands cf 
a great intelligent political organization 
in our time. Another defect in his temper­ 
ament was a certain hauteur and distant 
bearing toward persons who regarded them­ 
selves as tho partial architects of his suc­ 
cess. Mr. Plimpton of Harvard, who was 
associated w ith Mr. Batterson, the granite 
man, and printed Die stamped envelopes 
and 
postage 
stamps 
for 
the 
govern­ 
ment a long time, once wrent ro Wash­ 
ington with some prominent Republicans, 
and finding that these latter felt strange in 
the city lie took them up to Senator Hawley 
who was expected to show them the town. 
Arriving at the Senate door Mr. Hawley had 
some difficulty in recollecting that he 
know Mr. Plimpton at all. Consequently 
those influential men took offence and have 
since been among the lukewarm Republi­ 
cans. I asked Mr. Baldwin if he thought 
Connecticut would stay on the Democratic 
side. Ho expressed his doubts; he said 
that the 
M anu factu rin g P o w er of th e S tate 
w as overwhelmingly Republican; that prob­ 
ably nine manufacturers out of IO were Re­ 
publican, and that while there were about 
4000 independent voters in tho State who 
did not mind shifting, according to circum­ 
stances, from side to side, that nevertheless 
the old intoleronce of the party was em­ 
phatic, and that it was felt at ejection times 
amongthe operatives. Mr. Baldwin thought 
that it Cleveland and Blaine ran against 
each other next time it was an open ques­ 
tion w hether Blaino would not succeed. 
Ile said that the labor movement was just 
as strong as ever in Connecticut, though it 
might not be so apparent upon the Burlace; 
that the labor organizations had ascertained 
their power, 
I asked Mr. Dana in Boston if he thought 
General Sheridan would make a strong can­ 
didate of the Republicans for president. He 
thought that Sheridan wras not in good 
health: that he had an inclination to go to 
sleep, and that his active brain was not as 
youthful as formerly. As to Robert Lincoln, 
he did not think that he had shown enough 
leadership while in public ottieo; that ne 
had rather stayed in the background, and 
appeared to lack force of character. 
All the visitors to Boston were much sur­ 
prised with the clean and wholesome char­ 
acter of that city, with its arising taste, ex­ 
cellent hotels, new vigor in the newspaper 
field, and hospitable spirit. I heard Mr. 
Cockrell of the World express tho opinion 
that Boston, so fa* from being a finished 
place, was just on the eve of starting a new' 
career through the aggregation of its great 
suburbs under one government, and the 
extension of the city w'ith its numerous ed­ 
ucational and literary advantages over a 
reclaimed region of soil. He ({poke particu­ 
larly of tjie fact that the principal street 
railroad in Boston has not yet gone into op­ 
eration, though its stock stands very high, 
because it has the prospect of the future 
when the city becomes extended to do the 
passenger hauling over that domain which 
for the present is unoccupied.

H a n o v e r , N . II., May 14.—Every one has 
heard of Laura Bridgman. Almost every 
one has marvelled at her wondrous attain­ 
ments under such appalling difficulties as 
total inability to sec, hear or speak. But 
few know of lier very early life or later 
days. 
About four miles from the town of Han­ 
over, N. II., lies, snugly enclosed by sur­ 
rounding hills, the little hamlet of .Etna. 
Here is situated the farm where, 55 years 
ago, Laura Bridgman first saw the light,and 
here, in a cottage near the old homestead, 
stiff resides her mother, a venerable, white- 
haired woman of 83, with whom the daugh­ 
ter spends hor summers. 
The word "saw" was used above advisedly, 
for, contrary to the general impression, the 
child was bom physically perfect, and, in­ 
deed, as her mother states, was a remark­ 
ably bright anil precocious baby, especially 
observant of faces and things, and taking 
violent likes and dislikes. But when she was 
2 years old scarlet fever caused the death of 
two older brothers and brought the little 
Laura so near death’s door that during the 
funeral of the other children the mother 
hung in anxiety over tho couch, expecting 
every breath to be the last. But death that 
time was content with taking sight and 
hearing, and went away satisfied. 
First R a y # of Intelligence. 
A mother’s love, and that alone, soon 
found means to communicate with the 
darkened mind. This communication was, 
of course, by contact alone; and it was 
never reduced to a scientific system. It 
seems to have been in a measure sympa­ 
thetic, and something more akin to the mind 
reading of the present day than to any sign 
language, for it wa* only from the mother 
that the child could receive ideas from the 
external world. 
It is a rallier touching 
picture, that of mother mid child united 
so closely by a tie m> sad and strange. 
S ill, this intercourse, imperfect though it 
was, served its purpose for eight years, tiff 
Laura was sent away to begin that educa­ 
tion under Dr. Howe which afterwards be­ 
came famous. During this period she made 
considerable advancement, though not spe­ 
cially in the way of mental development. 
She learned to guide herself alinit tho 
house by the sense of touch alone, and 
even gained the power of recognizing 
acquaintances by merely laying her hands

away on a desert island. It certainly was 
an interesting ease, the presentation of 
these doctrines to tins mind, developed and 
yet unbiased, and uninfluenced by any pre­ 
conceived notions. 
H ow (She “ E xperienced (R elig io n .” 
But what exactly were Dr. Howe'* plans, 
and what their result would have been, can 
never bo told, for an unexpected occurrence 
put an end to them all.

The Archduke Otto, who married tho 
beautiful and accomplished Marfa Josephs 
of Saxony about a year ago, has conducted 
himself so scandalously towards hor that 
she has left him, with tho approbation of 
nil hor relatives, and ho may get shut vip 
"for tho correction and reformation of his 
manner# and excesses,” aud for tho good of 
his health. 
Finally the Archduke Ferdinand, brother 
to the last scamp, has boon disgraced and 
forbidden the court, on account of a com­ 
plaint against him, brought by the Bishop 
of Linz.

SLAVIC MIGRATIONS. 


H o w V olt R u ssian Horde# Aimlewsly 
D rift from F lare to F lare. 
The tide of emigration of the Russian 
peasants to Siberia is largely on the in­ 
crease. There is no official registration of 
tho numbers, but in 188U there passed 
through Syzrani alone 7500, coming from 
the central provinces. Others in large num­ 
bers proceed by sea to tho Amour in the fur 
East. Tile disturbance of population is not 
limited to a movement beyond the Euro­ 
pean frontiers, hut prevails actively within 
it; 100,000 colonist* have recently emi­ 
grated to tho banks of the Kieban, and tho 
rural hunk is assisting many other thou­ 
sands to establish themselves in new Russia. 
W ith the exception of the lost there is 
little or no organization in any of these 
movements; the people seem simply im­ 
pelled by impatience of tiieir present lot 
and a blind desire of change, and they go 
forth not knowing whither they go. Many 
of them return to their original settlements, 
after a longer or shorter absence, more 
destitute than they went forth; but far the 
urger number are never benni of more. They 
are lost iii tho vastness of the solitudes into 
which they plunge. 
There is no govern­ 
ment organization whatever iii many of the 
places which they go to: no information is 
available before they start as to th© best 
routes, the capabilities of the soil, or the 
conditions of climate and season. 
If they succeed it is only after enduring 
unheard-of hardships, which might have 
been spared them if there existed a depart­ 
ment charged with 'he regulation of this 
great national migration. Tile instances of 
iii lure are, it is to be feared, the rule, and 
when the disaster happens beyond tim 
reach of railways and steamers the world, 
even of Russia, never hears of them. Tho 
State itself is beginning to suffer directly 
in its finances from this disorganized shift­ 
ing of population, as many of the emigrants 
leave arrears of taxes behind them. 


Afflicted Royalty. 
Tho German imperial family seem to bo 
singularly unfortunate just now. Tho Crown 
Prince is suffering from a malady of the 
throat which is beginning to excite tho 
gravest apprehensions; and now, his eldest 
son, Prince William, is ill again, from what 
it is tho right thing at Berlin to term an 
affection of the ear, hut the scat of which 
lies, in reality, in the brain. 
Prince Wil­ 
liam is to go to the baths of Reichenhull in 
upper Bavaria in June, as he derived con­ 
siderable benefit from his stay there last 
summer, and lie will not go to England for 
tho jubilee, as had been arranged, unless 
his health improves. 


Edmunds and Hts Stoop. 
[Washington oorrespoiidence Concord Monitor.] 
Edmunds of Vermont is a man with * 
stoop. His private secretary is a devoted 
admirer of the senator, and assumes an 
abstraction so common with the Vermonter.

dyed plumage of white chickens, by young 
women who make a livelihood by selling 
them. They sell for 15 a pair, and we whd 
aro interested in women’s work help by 
collecting feathers for them. Then many 
women collect and si’ll curiosities; and two 
young ladies in Honolulu make a livelihood 
by collecting and pressing the native ferns# 
which they sell mounted upon cards.

"Have any of the native women become 
teachers?” 
“Oh, yes, many of the graduates of oui 
seminaries have become Instructors in oui 
Schools.

how your girls are educated?” 
“We have a system of public schools like 
yours here in America.

Boys and girls are both taught ii* 
these schools and then we have many ext 
eellent private seminaries as welL 
W e H ave T w o E d u cation al Societies* 
one for tho poorer class and one for the betjj 
tor class.

Child* 
th an in th a t of any m an in tho Keystone 
State, and th a t no appointm ent of any sig­ 
nificance w hatever is m ade there w ithout 
his advice being desired. T hat he was a 
confidant of General G rant. President Hayes 
and, to a certain extent, President A rthur, 
is a well-known fact, and through him . to 
he sent by m ail so as not to anticipate, to 
any m ortifying extent, the journals of this 
country. Mr. Cook has been repeatedly in­ 
debted for inform ation of significance and 
interest. 
Mr. Cook has a rare and a most agreeable 
personality. 
The London Times is a great power. It is 
one of the chief factors in this great pro­ 
fession, and a man trusted as he has been 
for now nearly a score of years, paid a large 
salary w ith wide discretion as to expendi­ 
ture, is of necessity a m an of public conse­ 
quence. and I found him , after studying 
him and listening to him , a capital illustra­ 
tion of my insistanee th a t at this dinner the 
personality, the individualism of newspa­ 
per men were a m arked feature of the occa­ 
sion. 
N ear him sat C harles Em ory Sm ith, a 
smooth-faced stripling in appearance, hut 
in reality a veteran newspaper worker, a 
speaker of extraordinary ability, a m an 
w h o gave evidence in his talk, as one of the 
ladies present rem arked, of 
P o ssessio n of B rain*. 
Sm ith has a national reputation. 
He is universally regarded as the next to 
Blaine, whom he served faithfully w hen he 
edited the Albany E vening Journal, whom 
he serves w ith conspicuous loyalty now th at 
heed its tile Philadelphia Press. W ith a 
m anner which to a certain extent is liable 
to lie m isunderstood, because it is soft and 
gentle, Sm ith is a m an of virility and stur­ 
dily of thought and action. Ile is a chief 
counsellor am ong the high priests of th e Re­ 
publican party. He is a graceful writer, an 
entertaining Aid instructive speaker. The 
contrast betw, en him and his near neigh­ 
bor, Mr. Childs, was em phatic, hut not 
m ore so than between him and Mr. Dana, 
and not more so there than between him 
and Mr. Cook, and not more so there than 
between him and tho m an who sat next 
him .

W ho is he? 
Colonel J. A nion’ Knox. the eccentric 
editor of Texas Sittings, who prom enades 
m etropolitan streets in a plush vest a n d a 
broad-brim m ed cowboy hat, everlastingly 
w ith a long nine vigorously puffed, and a 
hearing which leaves one in doubt as to 
w hether lie is a guy, an advertisem ent or a 
shrewd m ail of affairs, reckless of personal 
consequences, so long as his point is carried. 
An acquaintance of several years w arrants 
my belief th at the last portrait is m ost ac­ 
curate. Knox is a curious creature. 
Ho is full of whim s, conceits and fancies. 
He would attract attention anywhere, not 
alone by th e uncouthness of his costume, 
but by th e quaintness of his looks. 
Ile W ears D u n d reary W hisker*, 
and a flowing m oustache, his bat generally 
on th e back of a well shaped head, his 
m outh absolutely overflowing w ith stories 
and quaintism s th a t m ake him an agreea­ 
ble and entertaining companion. 
Right around the corner sat John Boyle 
O’Reilly, the sweet singer of the Boston 
Pilot. 
I was very glad to see the poet—he is such 
a m arked contrast to tile affected puerili­ 
ties who ordinarily pose as poetic fancyists. 
He looks enough like McKee Rankin lo b e 
his twin. Ile is of good height, dark com ­ 
plexion, w ith intelligent eyes, a frank, gal­ 
lant bearing and as full of enthus asm. and 
m ad, rushing, pum ping blood, as Colonel 
Taylor of T he Boston Globe is cool, col­ 
lected. a perfect type of unstirrable im per­ 
turbability. A com bination of poetic fancy 
and virile utterance is not often found, but 
in this jolly specim en of E rin’s choicest 
offspring the com bination affords us a pict­ 
ure as sturdy as it is graceful, as accepta­ 
ble in tile cold type of the printed page as 
in the w ine stirred hours of a com plim en­ 
tary banquet. 
Now, these are all exceptionally success­ 
ful men. 
And yet no two of them ar" alike from 
any point of view. T heir physical appear­ 
ance is totally different. T heir m ethods of 
Ihnnjdht, th eir habits of work, their lines of 
bppW ath are as different one from the 
other as it is possible to conceive, so th at 
w hen young men, desiring to enter the field 
which is ordinarily recognized by the term 
"journalism ”—"new spaper w ork" I prefer— 
and seek advice from men of experience 
and prom inence iii that field, they are 
like children who ask their parents about 
un unexplored country, because all that Mr. 
D ana ran tell is how he m anaged to suc­ 
ceed, and yet 
H ow Absurd It W ould lie 
to attem pt to institute a parallel between 
bis m ethod of success and th at of Mr. 
Phil##, or th at of Mr. O’ Reilly, or th at of 
Mr. Knox or Colonel Taylor! 
The fact is th a t successful w riters are 
very m uch like other men. 
They have their pets, their fancies, their 
hostilities, their hatreds, their am bitions, 
th eir successes and their failures, but as 
every m an in his own home carves to suit 
him self, dresses as hest pleases bim , eats, 
drinks, sleeps w hen, w here and how he pre­ 
fers. so in journalism every tnuii m ust work 
out his own salvation, and it isn’t at all 
necessary th at he should do it w ith fear or 
tmTibling. lf lie bo an apprehensive man 
EC w’ttl fear, and w ith fear very naturally 
will bo associated trem bling, lf ho be an 
abdnferows, pushing, driving, restless, enter­ 
prising m an, such will be the character aud 
tenor of his work. 
Wo cannot all he sw eet singers like Brother 
O'Reilly. 
We cannot all bo pronounced, and all de­ 
fying fighters like Mr. D ana._W e cannot 
look w ith confidence into every breast to 
find 
th at 
well-spring of 
all-em bracing 
lienevolenco and ch an ty that characterizes 
th e daily, the m onthly, the yearly on-going 
of George W. Childs, and we certainly can­ 
not content ourselves w ith a picture sim ilar 
to th a t presented by him of the Texas Sift­ 
ings, w ith ins broad-brim m ed h at and Ins 
plush vest. 
No, no! 
Let the young m an who wants to he a 
new spaper w orker content him self w ith his 
own individuality, and not attem pt to rival 
the personalities, tile individualistic, which 
do so much toward m aking successes for 
those who possess them .

The Proposed Eeunlon in July Next 


Abandoned in Consequence. 


R ic h m o n d , Va.. May 14.—The contem ­ 
plated reunion of P ick ett’s men a t Gettys­ 
burg in July next has been abandoned, and 
no Confederate m onum ent to the memory of 
P ickett’s m en will be erected at G ettys­ 
burg. 
“T here is a deep m ortification felt by all 
ex-confederates since tho return of the 
P ickett com m itt eft from G ettysburg,” said 
an old soldier. 
“On w hat account?” 
"On account of the rebuff the com m ittee 
received from the G ettysburg Battlefield j 
M emorial Association. 
"Yes,” said a Union veteran, who was 
standing by, “and there will be deep indig- j 
nation am ong all N orthern soldiers when 
they come to know the facts.” 
“ W hat was tilt: m atter?” 
"N othing but the m iserable prejudices of 
th e Battlefield M emorial Association, or tile 
prejudices of those by whom it is con­ 
trolled,” 
replied 
the 
Union 
veteran. 
The details heretofore1 arranged for the re­ 
union of Pickett's m en and H ancock’s m en 
at G ettysburg in July 
next have been 
widely published. It was to have been one 
of the grand events of 1887, and the. old 
soldiers on both sides had their hearts in it. 
P ick ett’s m en had determ ined to take 
along with them a m onum ent, to be placed 
upon th e farthest spot reached by them in 
the 
famous charge 
in 
July. 
1863, in 
m em ory of th eir 
brave com rades who 
fell there. The secretary of tho Gettysburg 
Battlefield M emorial Association was in­ 
form ed of their plans, and was asked for the 
rules and regulations by which they were to 
be governed. 
These were prom ptly fur­ 
nished. They required the assent of tho 
association before any m onum ent could be 
erected on their grounds, and the subm is­ 
sion of all inscriptions to the association 
for approval, but they nowhere contained 
any Intim ation th a t Confederate m onu­ 
m ents were excluded, 
From this tim e torw ard letters bogan to 
flow into the Pickett Association 
from 
Northern soldiers, especially from those 
who had defended the lines charged by 
Pickett, expressing tile heartiest co-opera- 
tion in the reunion, and insisting that the 
m onum ent should he placed am ong their 
own and on 
T h e E xtrem e Npot P ic k e tt’* M en H ad 
B eached. 
A gallant captain of a New York battery 
who defended the famous angle on July 3, 
w rote: "W e w ant you of P ick ett’s com­ 
m and to put your m om um eut at the highest 
point in which your valor carried your 
lines oti th at eventful day.” 
T his is a sam ple of the m any pressing in­ 
vitations 
iii 
regard to tho position of 
the monum ents. 
Several letters in this 
Happy vein were received from the Phila­ 
delphia 
brigade, 
who im m ediately de­ 
fended the lilies pierced by P ick ett’s men. 
They seem ed anxious to m ark the extrem e 
spot by a Confederate m om unutit, to illus­ 
trate tlieir own as well as the Confederate 
valor. 
Governor Beaver of Pennsylvania 
had kindly agreed to provide tents for the 
accom m odation of the visitors, and to do 
all in his power to m ake tile occasion a 
pleasant one. 
The Pickett com m ittee on the m onum ent, 
supposing there was no obstacle, adopted u 
handsom e aud im posing design. It was to 
be constructed of Virginia granite. Tile in­ 
scription was selected after careful consid­ 
eration of every word. The object was to 
express, on the part of P ickett’s survivors, 
the admiration and commendation of their 
dead comrades, while ut the same tim e 
strictly avoiding anything th at m ight give 
offence to their form er opponents. Patriot­ 
ism. valor and fortitude were nam ed as 
qualities of the dead soldiers. There could 
possibly be no objection to them , thought the 
com m ittee and some of the Union veterans 
here who saw them . The inscription also 
contained the following lines found in Gen­ 
eral Ii. E. Lee's arm y satchel on his return 
from Appom attox Court House, w ritten in 
g 
entil on a slip of paper in tile general’s 
andw riting: 
Glorious is his fate anti envious is ills lot 
IV ho for Ills eountry tight* and for It dies. 
It was proposed to place these lines on one 
of the faces of tho base of th e m onum ent. 
On another face it was stated that tho 
m onum ent was erected by the survivors of 
P ick ett’s division, in mem ory and in ad­ 
m iration of their com rades who fell in the 
splendid charge, and upon the spot they 
reached after penetrating tile Federal lines. 
Tile whole inscription was subm itted to 
the Gettysburg Memorial Association for 
approval. There it rested, and some weeks 
elapsed. The work ou Hie m onum ent was 
begun. At length a very kind and friendly 
letter was received from Philadelphia, m ild­ 
ly saying th at 
H arts of tile In scrip tion W ould He 
O bjected T o, 
and referring especially to tho couplet of 
G eneral Leo. 
T hen cam e a letter from the secretary of 
the G ettysburg Memorial Association,asking 
th a t a com m ittee be sent there to confer con­ 
cerning the m onum ent, and saying th at it 
had been found 
necessary, in order to 
‘ avoid confusion to adopt as a general 
rule 
th at 
no Confederate 
m onum ents 
should he placed w ithin the Federal lines.” 
The com m ittee w ent to Gettysburg, where 
they were received w ith an extra supply of 
courtesy, aud every possible attention was 
paid them by the officers of the Memorial 
Association. 
They 
were 
taken 
over 
the 
historic 
field, 
and 
Hie 
reasons 
were explained 
to 
them 
for 
exclud­ 
ing 
the 
P ickett m onum ent 
from 
the 
location for which it was designed and in­ 
tended. 
The officers of tho association, however, 
lioped 
th a t 
Hie 
m onum ent m ight he 
brought and placed upon the spot from 
which the gallant and brave mon of P ick­ 
e tt’s division set out on their charge. 
The com m ittee was inform ed th a t the in­ 
scription had not been passed upon officially 
hut it was privately intim ated th at it was 
objectionable and would not be allowed, 
especially the “Lee lines” and the word 
"patriotism .” The officers of Hie association 
regretted exceedingly that they were con­ 
strained to m ake these objections. 
There 
was quite ail excess of politeness. 
The Pickett com m ittee was pleased w ith 
its visit. 
The m em bers of ft recognized 
the right of the owners of the property to 
m ake their own rules. 
They m ade no re­ 
sponse to the “objections.” nor did they ask 
or desire th at they should he waived in con­ 
sideration 
of 
them . 
They thought a 
great deal, however, and were evidently 
h u rt at the unfortunate result of tlieir 
mission. 
They think it a great m istake to exclude 
a Confederate m onum ent, for its presence 
would certainly add great interest to the 
spot, and there is, perhaps, no organization 
but P ickett’s men who would care to put a 
m onum ent on a spot to m ark a repulse. 
Gettysburg is too sad a field to attract m any 
Southerners. 
R eturning to Richmond, the oennnlttee 
a t once made its report to a full m eeting of 
the division association. T here was disap­ 
pointm ent all round, for they had looked 
forward to tho 
reunion at G ettysburg 
for 
nearly a year 
past. 
The 
organ 
ization, feeling that there was nothing 
especially appropriate in putting the m onu­ 
m ent on the starting point, determ ined not 
to place it at Gettysburg at all. As carrying 
the m onum ent there was one of the m ain 
inducem ents of the visit iii July, the re­ 
union at G ettysburg was reluctantly aban­ 
doned. 
They determ ined, however, to hold their 
reunion at home, aud th a t the m onum ent 
should be erected here in Richm ond, the 
central starting point of P ickett's division.

BARB WIRE FIRMS FAIL 


New England Concerns Heavily Inter­ 
ested—Effect of the Interstate Law. 


C h ic a g o , 111., May l l . —The interstate 
commerce law was the direct cause of two 
very large failures yesterday, aggregating 
nearly $755,000, tile firms being Schnabel 
& Co., barb wire m anufacturers, at D eering 
Station, 111.; and Sherm an Sc M arsh, barb 
wire m anufacturers, at Grand Crossing. 111. 
In both firms, Noble P. Judah, a lawyer, 
was made assignee. 
The im m ediate cause of the failure was 
the m aturity of 810,000 w orth of notes pay­ 
able by Sherm an Sc Marsh. The firm was 
disappointed in rem ittances Monday, and 
therefore was unable to m eet its obligation. 
As each firm was on the other’s paper the 
fall of one pulled down both. The works 
of both firms were running Saturday night, 
when they closed down on account of the 
scarcity of orders. 
The schedules of assets ami liabilities 
filed in the County Court m ake the follow­ 
ing showing:

He had always supposed them good for any 
reasonable am ount. At various tim es he 
Lad received statem ents from the insolvent 
firms showing assets of $150,000 over lia­ 
bilities. The interstate commerce law, he 
thought,undoubtedly contribm<Ji1totfce dif­ 
ficulties of the firm. "W hy,” said he, "the 
business of W ashburn Sc Moon was knocked 
endwise for the first three or four weeks 
lifter the passage of the law, and only the 
fact th at we had anticipated this state of 
affairs and m ade our April and May ship­ 
m ents during tile m onth of March, saved us 
from w hat m ight have proved more serious 
consequences.”

April 21,1879. 
Captain H ealy’s attention is called to sec­ 
tion 1961, Revised Statutes, which forbids 
the killing anyw here of fem ale seals and 
seals leas than one year old, and he is in­ 
structed to use the force of his com m and to 
the 
end 
th at 
no person attached to 
or 
connected 
w ith any vessel of the 
U nited States violate this law and also en­ 
force the penalties provided for such viola­ 
tion. He is also enjoined to be diligent in 
enforcing the law against the im portation 
of intoxicating liquors and breechloading 
rifles and am m unition into the Territory id 
Alaska, as provided by executive order of 
May 4. 
These orders aro alm ost identical with 
those issued on the same subject last year. 
It will be observed th at no reference is made 
to the alleged encroachm ent on our fishery 
rights by foreign nations.'

Toronto, May 14.—A general m eeting of 
the Board of Trade was held last night to 
discuss the subject of com m ercial union or 
reciprocity w ith the U nited States. 
The 
m eeting wras large and influential, repre­ 
senting all com m ercial interests and trades. 
The subject was very fully considered, but 
the debate was adjourned till next T hurs­ 
day. 
Ex-President D arling and Professor 
Goodwin Sm ith led on the side of w ider 
ronnnercial relations. The following reso­ 
lution and am endm ents were introduced: 
Resolved, That in conformity w ith tile sentiment 
of Canadian people, expressed at Intervals with 
great unanimity for many years, this hoard regards 
as advantageous to the 'mutual prosperity of the 
United States und Canada, the removal of every 
possible restriction upon International trade, anil 
anim is that the proposal for commercial union be­ 
tween the two countries Is worthy of the fullest In­ 
vestigation and most earliest consideration of the 
Canadian community. 
Amendment I —That tills board ventures to hope 
that some other mode, honorable aud equitable to 
both countries, of adjusting any disputes now ex­ 
isting, so as Anally to dispose of'them , may be found 
In the near future. 
Amendment 2—That this board, while affirming 
the necessity of the government seeing that the ex­ 
isting treaties between the United States and 
this Dominion
